Thus the total’ cost of the 
planes accepted by the Navy 
but not destined for service is 
more than $65,000,000.

Part of this expense may be 
recovered through modification 
of slightly more than half of 
the planes which will take the

URING the first few weeks of Franklin Delano Roosevelt's fourth admin- 
istration, I saw what the long years in the Presidency had done to him. He | 
| had occupied the White House during twelve fateful years—years of awful | 
| responsibility, He had borne the burdens of the-reconstruction from the great de- 
| pression of the ’Thirties. He shouldéred the heavier burdens of his wartime lead- 
'ership. It is mo wonder that the years had left their mark. 


The very thought that something was happening to him left me troubled and wor- 
riéd. This was all the more difficult for me, because I could not share such feel- | 
‘ings with anyone, not even with the members of my family.

The coronary arteries flow 
around the heart. There are two 
main coronaries on the left and 
the right. If something stops the 
flow of blood through them, 
even temporarily, it can cause 
a heart seizure.

In fhearly all cases, Watts 
said, coronary. thrombosis. is 
caused by the condition known 
as arteriosclerosis. The causes 
of this are not genérally known 
but what it does to the heart 
has been explored thoroughly. 

Arteriosclerosis seems to 
damage the walls of the blood 
vessels of the heart in such a 
way that fatty tissues develop. 
This fat tends to reduce the 
size of the .vesSel and, in ad- 
vanced cases, plug it completely.

NEW YORK, Sept. 24—For- 
mer Gov.

Negre Minister Killed. 


Three months ago, the Rev. 
Walter Wesley Lee, a Negro 
Baptist minister, was shot and 
killed at Belzon after urging 
Negroes to vote and champion- 
ing the cause of desegregation 
in the public schools. 

A second murder occurred 
just before the August election. 
Lamar Smith, who had been 
soliciting absentee Negro votes 
for a white candidate in a cam- 
paign for a local office, was 
shot and killed in the yard of 
the Lincoln county courthouse 
at Brookhaven. In this case two 
white farmers were arrested. 

Negroes have not forgotten 
what happened to Etoy Fletch- 
er, who tried to register to 
vote in 1946. Fletcher, a young 
Negro war veteran, applied for 
registration. at the courthouse 
in Brandon. He was directed 
to “a man who handles vet- 


erans” in an upstairs room in | 
the courthouse. |

URGES PRISON OR DEATH 
FOR NARCOTICS SMUGGLERS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP) 
—Senator Price Daniel (Dem.), 
Texas, says convicted narcotics 
smugglers should be _ given 
“stiff” sentences ranging from 
5 to 10 years in prison to the 
death penalty. 

Daniel said this yesterday in 
commenting on the testimony 
of former boxing champion 
Barney Ross. Ross told Daniel’s 
Senate subcommittee on narcot- 
ics of his successful four-year 
fight to overcome an addiction 
he acquired while trying to ease 
the pain of World War II com- 
bat wounds. 

Ross, who held the world 
lightweight and welterweight 
titles about two decades ago, 
said it was his strong belief 
every narcotics smuggler should 
be “hanged immediately.” 
Agreeing with Ross’s condemna- 
tion of narcotics smugglers, 
Daniel said, “They have com- 
mitted murder on the install- 
ment plan.” It was then Daniel 
proposed the stiff jail terms, but 
added that the death penalty 
should be imposed only on rec- 
ommendation of a jury. 


U.S, APPLAUDS PAKISTAN’S 
PACT WITH TURKEY, IRAQ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP) 
—The United States today wel- 
comed Pakistan’s formal adher- 
ence to the Iraqi-Turkish de- 
fense pact. 

The treaty, signed by Iraq 

and Turkey last Feb. 24, is the 
basis of American hopes for 
the development of an effective 
defense system in the Middle 
East. Both Pakistan and Britain 
have associated themselves with 
the treaty. 
“The United States welcomes 
Pakistan’s adherence to the 
pact, which will facilitate the 
co-operation of these nations 
for their mutual benefit and 
common defense,” the State De- 
partment said in a statement.

DEATHS RISE 10 7 


10 Others Ill in Indiana— 
Mosquitoes Sprayed to 
Control Disease. 


FORT BRANCH, Ind., Sept. 
24 (UP)—The casualty list from 
“sleeping sickness” climbed to 
seven dead and 10 hospitalized 
today as sanitary engineers 
turned spray guns on swarms 
of mosquitoes to control the 
disease. 

Dr. Arnold Brockmole, acting 
director of the Evansville-Van- 
derburgh County health depart- 
ment, said two more recent 
deaths from encephalitis were 
found in health department rec- 
ords and the name of one of six 
previously-listed victims was re- 
moved. 

Belated reports, brought to 
light after the Indiana State 
Health Board revealed the out-

TROOPS LINED UP IN RAIN 
GREET GENERAL WITH BOOS 


SALISBURY, England, Sept. 
24 (AP)—The Sixth Battalion 
of the Queen’s Royal Regiment 
of the Territorial Army was 
lined up for inspection in a 
pouring rain when the general 
arrived. 


Then, according to army offi- 
cials, there was an outburst of 
booing. Some men gave “ragged 
cheers.” Others started to sing. 
Thunder flashes (blanks used in 
maneuvers) were thrown. 

Three company commanders 
of the regiment have been sus- 
pended from duty pending 
“thorough investigations.” The 
incident occurred at a summer 
camp. The troops were “week- 
end” soldiers of a unit similar 
to the American National 
Guard. Some complained they 
had been without food for 12 
hours.

Town Spurns Tom Paine Statue, 
Patriot Was ‘So Controversial’ 


NEW YORK (Sept. 24 (UP)— 
The American Civil Liberties 
Union urged the city of Provi- 


dence, R.I., yesterday to “re- 
affirm its faith in the principle 
of... free thought” by accept- 
ing a statue of Thomas Paine. 
Providence Mayor Walter 
Reynolds has turned down a 
memorial to the Revolutionary 
War patriot, offered by the 
Thomas Paine Foundation, on 
the ground that Paine “was and 
remains so controversial a char- 
acter.” 
Patrick Murphy Malin, execu- 
tive director of the A.C.L.U., in 
a telegram to Reynolds said: 
“We are shocked that the 
foundation's offer has been re- 
fused on the grounds of ‘con- 


troversy The refusal is an in- 


sult to the memory of one of 
the leaders of our American in- 
dependence, and to the whole 
tradition of civil liberties which 


makes our country the leader of 
free men throughout the world. | 


If such an historical figure as 
Thomas Paine can be attacked 
for being ‘controversial’ will 
other great leaders of our na- 
tion who also engaged in ‘con- 
troversy,’ even Washington and 
Lincoln, be attacked? 

“We urge that Providence re- 
move this blot from its record 
and reaffirm its faith in the 
principle of controversy and 
free thought, by. accepting the 
Paine statue.” 

Reynolds said a memorial to 
Paine was “out of the ques- 
tion.” The Thomas Paine Foun- 
dation of New York had offered 
$75,000 to erect a memorial if 
Providence would supply a 
suitable site. 

The foundation countered 
Reynolds's rejection with the 
question, “Who could have been 
more controversial than Roger 
Williams, himself?” 

Williams founded the state of 
Rhode Island when religious 
prejudice forced him to leave 
Massachusetts.

The General said that nothing could 
be more obvious than the need te fill 
out the security system te protect secret 
military information that had to be let 
out of military hands.

». WASHINGTON, Sept. 24. 
NCE again the. peace-time plight 
of the farmers is a major concern 
of the Government, with no per- 
manent remedy in sight although the 
politicians of both parties are com- 
peting in unspecific promises to do 
something to include farmers in the 
present prosperity.

Meaning of Parity 


Prien is a complex computation 


which measures in percentages the 

average of what the farmer receives 
for his products against the averages 
of the cost of goods and services for 
his farm and family, including interest, 
taxes and wages. It is based on prices 
farmers received and paid in the five 
years 1910 to 1914 inclusive, which 
Congress in the 1930s regarded as a 
period when agriculture had a fair 
share of the national income. 

Government payments to farmers 
under the parity formula are made- 
by loans frem the Commodity Cred- 
it Corporation of the Department of 
Agriculture, which is capitalized at 
$100,000,000 and is presently au- 
thorized te borrow up te 12 billion 
dollars te carry on its operations. A 
major fugction of the CCC is to sup- 
port agricultural prices at various 
percentages of parity. Under existing 
legislation price support is manda- 
tory for corn, wheat, rice, tobacco, 
cotton, peanuts, wool, mohair, tung 
nuts, honey, milk and butter fats. 
Price support is permissive for other 


be disposed of by the Government 
through domestic and export sales, 
transfers to other Government agen- 
cies, international barter and dona- 
tions for domestic welfare. 

Farmers can get CCC loans on the 
products listed up to the amount of the 
applicable parity formula.

if there were not ample documentation from 


Ghengis Khan to Napoleon, men of our own cen- 
tury have tried to prove him wrong ever since 
the historian from Rugby and old Balliol put 
that thought an paper. 

The-ink was not much more than dry on the 
parchments of Versailles when the insubordinate 
son of a Dovia blacksmith stood as a candidate 
at Milan and obtained so few votes that his po- 
litical enemies called him a “corpse to be buried 
in a ditch.” But he let nothing stand im the way 
of his goal and in 1922 his Black Shirts marched 
on Rome and he seized the reins of power. 

Benito Mussolini forged a Cabinet in a record 
seven hours and at the outset made himself Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs and Minister of the 
Interior. Then he took over the chairs of War, 
Marine and Air. He remade Italy in his own 
Fascist image and neither scandal nor attempts 
on his life bothered him. But he committed a fatal 
error when he took his country into World War 
II on the side of his fellow dictator north of the 
Alps—when France had fallen and the bet looked 
like a good one, , 

Try as he would, no combination in his high 


command could win Il Duce the victories a dicta- 


tor needs. As the Stars and Stripes streaked 
under Sicilian skies, his prestige sank lower and 
lower. Hardly anyone protested when he was 
thrown from the premiership he had dominated 
for 20 years. He might have lived if he had 
stayed behind bars. But Nazi paratroopers took 
him north from Rome in secret. As panic spread 
he and his mistress fled toward neutral Switzer- 
land, only to be‘téaptured by a band of Italians, 
tried, sentenced to death, shot and strung up by 
the heels for everyone in Milan to see. When 
they buried him it was in a pauper’s grave.

The little Austrian with the comic mustache 
did far more damage in the world but his time 
on the stage was shorter. His Munich putsch did 
not come until a November day in 1923 and for 
it he was arrested and imprisoned. But he was 
released a year later, to resume exploiting Ger- 
man humiliation and economic distress. Not a 
citizen of Germany until 1932, he ran up the 
Nazi vote through his noisy oratory and de- 
manded all or nothing from the senile military 
hero, Von Hindenburg. And as soon as Adolf 
Hitler got the chancellorship, he sent the Reichs- 
tag home. 

One by one Der Fuehrer killed the freedoms 
that had made his country a leader in education 
and expression—freedom of speech, of religion, 
of the press, of assembly. He drew lines of color 
and of race. He set up the death mills. And he 
turned loose the dogs of war with his invasion 
of Poland, a war that became a two-front war 
after Pearl Harbor and led him to a suicide 
death in his underground retreat with Eva 
Braun at the reichschancellery in Berlin. The 
two bodies were soaked in gasoline and burned 
beyond recognition as soldiers of the ARies 
surged closer under the smoking skies.

Juan Domingo Peron escaped last week with 
his life and at no time did he take his country 
to war. But Argentina's florid ex-dictator pulled 
too many leaves from the book of the Axis part- 
ners at that. He strutted in uniform on balconies. 
He made his nation a Fascist state. He and his 
blonde beauty, Eva, turned the workers into 
shouting Peronistas. And he exacted his cut on 
just about everything. Finally he broke with the 
church of which he had to be a member to be 
president and provoked the revolts that con- 
tinued until he ran away as the strong men 
before him. 

An iron-handed dictator over a nation of size 
and population remains in Francisco Franco of 
Spain. He survives from the era of the Hitler- 
Mussolini partnership of which he was an off- 
shoot. For lacking Nazi and Fascist arms and 
troops El Caudillo never tould have overthrown 
the Spanish Republic in the civil war that was 
the proving ground of the totalitarians for World 
War II. The pudgy Generalissimo was quick to 
assert his solidarity with Germany and Italy 
against Bolshevism, but he did not wait long to 
declare his neutrality when the tide of battle 
turned toward the Allies. 

Franco’s Spain today is a country without 
liberty. The press is so tightly censored that 
Madrid’s Catholic Action weekly recently took 
its life in its hands to protest against the repres- 
sion. Freedom of religion does not exist for non- 
state churches and not long ago more than 100 
anti-Franco sympathizers were jailed in mass 
arrests. Men are taken by the police and never 
seen again. 

Will Franco’s rule last until the end of his 
natural days? Perhaps. But then he has all the 
uneasy security of the final member of a last 
man’s club! 


Novel Today, Routine Tomorrow 

The St. Louis County Police Department has 
been brought up to full strength with the ap- 
pointment of 10 new officers. While it is good 
to know that the force no longer is shorthanded, 
the significance of the event lies in the fact that 
the new men were selected on the basis of merit 
rather than political affiliation. 


This is something different in the history of 
law enforcement in the county. Elected sheriffs 
and constables long have been accustomed to 
deputizing those party faithful who helped get 
out the vote that put them in office. Happily, 
however, the charter amendment setting up the 
new police force has put an end to-that practice. 
What is a novelty today will become routing in 
future. The gainers will be the people. 
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A University Stood Firm 

Had the faculty and administration of Johns 
Hopkins University scared easily, they might 
have been stampeded into hasty and irrevocable 
action in the case of Owen Lattimore. When 
first Senator McCarthy, and then Senator Mc- 
Carran, and then the Truman Administration's 
Department of Justice, and then the Eisenhower 
Administration’s Department of Justice, under- 
took to brand Professor Lattimore a Communist 
agent and perjurer, a certain corporate fortitude 
was required for Lattimore’s university to with- 
stand the pressure to fire him. 

Johns Hopkins did withstand the pressure. 
After he had been legally indicted, the univer- 
sity placed Lattimore on leave with. pay until his 
case should be legally disposed of. It never pre- 
judged his case, never equated an accusation 
with a conviction, never bowed to the storm of 
popular hysteria. 


The storm has moderated now. The courts 
havé twice thrown out key counts of the Latti- 
more indicment, The United States Government 
has secured the dismissal of its case against him.

In the course of rejecting the Eisenhower plan, 
however, Premier Bulganin skilfully moves to 
occupy a strong propaganda position. Unless his 
maneuver is countered with equal skill, the 
United States faces the danger of being pic- 
tured before the world as reluctant to take 
steps toward disarmament which the Soviet 
Union is ready to take. 

The Soviet Premier wraps his rejection of 
aerial reconnaissance in what appears to be a 
plea for prompt agreement on three aspects of 


a general disarmament treaty—the establishment 


of ceilings for armed forces of the great powers, 
the establishment of a timetable for atomic dis- 
armament, and the establishment of a limited 
form of international inspection. 

It is impossible to know how serious the Rus- 
Sians are in saying they are ready to agree on 
these three points now. What givés Bulganin a 
potentially powerful propaganda position is that 
he appears to be accepting the Western position 
on important aspects of disarmament at a time 


when American policy is stressing other quite. 


different aspects. 

On paper, at least, the Russians have accepted 
what used to be Western policy on armed forces 
levels and on the timing of disarmament. They 
accept also the Western policy of international 
inspection, though only at stated control points. 
White House Adviser Harold E. Stassen, how- 
ever, has placed “reservations” against any pre- 
vious commitments in these fields, and this has 
been interpreted as meaning that the United 
States may not now be ready to sign agree- 
ments on these subjects. 

Mr. Stassén’s reason for his “reservations” 
is the strong and unanswerable one that atomic 
disarmament has ceased to be enforceable since 
there is no sure way of detecting concealed 
atomic weapons. He urges adoption of the 
President’s plan as a means of creating trust and 
confidence which might permit arms cuts later. 

How to maintain this pésition without appear- 
ing to oppose the principle of arms limitation 
or prompt negotiation of a disarmament treaty? 
That is the problem confronting American policy 
makers. It calls for the boldness President 
Eisenhower displayed at Geneva. 
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Of Signs and Seasons 

Unless the point is to be settled solely by the 
astronomers who always calculate the equinox 
down to the precise day, hour and minute, it is 
always difficult to say just when fall really ar- 
rives. There are signs, of course, but they can 
be unreliable and contradictory. For example, 
the first light frosts were reported some days 
ago, but temperatures immediately moved up 
into the 90s.

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The Predictable Verdict 


The acquittal of two Mississippi white men 
of the murder of Emmett Louis Till, 14-year-old 
Chicago Negro, has worked the feelings of 
North and South raw and encouraged biting 
comment in the European press. Much has 
been said of collective guilt, on the part of 
Southern whites, or on the part of this whole 
democracy of ours. 

Guilt, however, is individual and the effort 
ta establish guilt through the trial at Sumner, 
Miss., was feeble at best. 

The chief argument of the defense, which the 
jury of white men said was decisive, was that 
the body found in the Tallahatchie river three 
days after Till was kidnaped had been in the 
river longer than three days. To support this 
argument, the defense presented the opinions 
of a local undertaker, physician and sheriff. 

Yet nobody had expressed doubt about iden- 
tification when the body was found. The first 
doubt was started a week later by the Talla- 
hatchie sheriff, who is still “looking” for Till. 
The prosecution struck at his testimony, but did 
not seek expert outside medical opinion. 

Through jt all the boy’s mother was positive 
in her identification. She said the ring found 
on the body had been worn by young Emmett. 
And the only answer to this was that anti-segre- 
gation groups were “capable of anything” in 
efforts to destroy the Southern way of life. 

Thus in the course of the trial the body was 
made to appear that of somebody else. The 
“wolf whistle” incident which caused the kid- 
naping was made to appear a case of moles- 
tation. And in the end the trial of murder was 
turned into a trial of that Southern way of life. 

The jury obviously swallowed much of this.

Still the ‘Show Me’ State 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Missouri is a state of bipartisan surprises, writer says; only 
urban state to have backed winning candidate in all of last 13 
presidential elections; in same period elected eight Democratic 
and five Republican governors; many curbs on partisan politics.

It was a matter of great national im- 
portance when the “Missouri Compro- 
mise” admitted Missouri to the union 
early in the Nineteenth Century and 
the record of the state in the first half 
of the Twentieth Century is hardly less 
important. 

Most far-reaching events of the past 
fifty years have been the state’s de- 
parture from the list of consistently 
Democratic party strongholds, the es- 
tablishment of a strong tradition for in- 
dependent voting that has made Mis- 
souri a “doubtful state,” and a series of 
changes in the State Constitution cul- 
minating in the adoption of an entirely 
new document in 1945. 

The sensational rise and fall of Thom- 
as J. Pendergast as one of the most 
powerful bosses the nation ever has 
known was another major development. 
Other events won national attention. 


In 1948 Missouri saw Harry S. Tru- 
man, a native son, become the first 
Missourian ever elected to the presi- 
dency and it noted that he was the 
first lifelong resident of the area west 
of the Mississippi to achieve that honor. 
The Truman victory also was one of 
the most unusual in the nation’s history 
because virtually every political expert 
and poll said he would not be elected. 


“The Mysterious Stranger” 


All of this brought Missouri Into the 
world’s spotlight in many ways and a 
realization that the “Show Me” state is 
a real “spectacular” in politics, borrow- 
ing a word from the TV channels. 


Long before Truman it upset the ex- 
perts and carried on to achieve a record 
for independent voting virtually without 
equal in the nation today. 

This was started in 1904 when Mis- 
souri voted for Theodore Roosevelt, the 
first G.O.P. presidential candidate to 
carry the state since 1868. This was so 
unusual that a Chicago Tribune cartoon 
depicting Missouri as “The Mysterious 
Stranger” (in Republican ranks) be- 
came famous and won its way into the 
history books. 

But what happened after that has 
been overlooked too cften by political 
students. Missouri today is the only ur- 
ban state in the nation to have given its 
electoral vote to the winning candidate 
in all of the last thirteen presidential 
elections, 1904 to 1952, inclusive. This 
record completely shatters “as Maine 
goes so goes the nation” and is equaled 
only by Montana and Idaho, both thinly 
populated states. 

Only Arizona and New Mexico have 
never backed a loser in a presidential 
election but they are younger states and 
were not represented in the electoral 
college until 1912. 


Crossroads of the Nation 


Maine has been with the winner seven 
times and the loser six times. But dur- 
ing that time it voted for only one 
Democrat, Woodrow Wilson, in 1912. 
Missouri in picking thirteen consecutive 
winners voted Democratic seven times 
and Republican six times. 

A further comparison of Maine and 
Missouri is interesting. The former is 
the only state in the Union having only 
one other American state touching its 
borders while Missouri shares with Ten- 
nessee an opposite geographical distinc- 
tion. The latter states are the only ones 
in the nation to have as many as eight 
states touching their borders. 

“Heart of America” thus is more than 
chamber of commerce ballyhoo as con. 
cerns Missouri. The state today is a 
crossroads of the nation the same as it 
was in the days of Lewis and Clark, 
and the Santa Fe and Oregon Trails. 

There are other demonstrations of 
Missouri voters showing their independ- 


ence. While they shifted their votes to 
help elect thirteen dential candi- 
dates, they elected ats to the 


governorship eight times and Republi- 
cans five times. 

Missourians perhaps have made their 
strongest showing of nonpartisanship 
through frequent changes in the State 
Constitution. Probably no other state 
has changed its constitution more often. 

There have been four Constitutions 
and seven constitutional conventions 
since the state was organized in 1820. 


Conventions have been held approxi- 
mately every 20 years and the pres- 
ent code directs that the people must 
vote evéry 20 years on the proposition 
of holding a convention. 

The present Constitution was adopted 
in 1945 and already has been amended 
twice. The 1945 Constitution replaced 
the one of 1875 which had been amend- 
ed 60 times although the code when 
adopted was termed “50: years ahead of 
its time” by The New York Times. 


First With Nonpartisan Court Plan 


Through the Constitution Missouri 
has reduced partisan politics to the 
minimum in some of the most important 
and largest departments. It was the 
first state to institute a nonpartisan 
court plan. This was voted in 1940 and 
provides for election of judges to the 
supreme court, the three district courts 
of appeals, and courts in St. Louis and 
Kansas City, without any political label. 

The naming of game and fish war- 
dens and related matters, often a po- 
litical football, was removed from 
politics in 1936 by constitutional amend- 
ment which set up a bipartisan Conser- 
vation Commission. The big state high- 
way department, created in the ’20s, is 
supervised by a bipartisan commission. 

The 1945 Constitution abolished the 
elective office of state superintendent of 
schools and set up a bipartisan commis- 
sion on public education. State parks 
also are under supervision of a biparti- 
san board. The University of Missouri. 
oldest west of the Mississippi, also is 
separated from politics. 

“Missouri is stubborn as a mule,” 
some folks say, “but one way or another 
it gits there.”

Among the relics discovered in the 
tombs of the pharaohs of Egypt were 
some records of the pharaohs’ advisers. 
Some of the titles found were: “Adviser 
to the king,” “close adviser to the king,” 

“only close adviser to the king” and 
“only real close adviser to the king.” 

These titles sound somewhat familiar 
today. At the White’ House there is 
an “assistant to the President,” a “dep- 
uty assistant to the President,” an “as- 
sistant to the assistant to the President’ 
and two “assistants to the deputy assist- 
ant to the President.” 


A Seagoer’s Poetry 


One of England’s important young 
poets is Alan Ross, an Oxford man who 
served in the Royal Navy in destroyers 
and minesweepers. He is among the first 
to write poetry about the sea in terms 
of World War II. This is his first vol.

- Success Depends on Masses’ 
Reaction to Rebel Changes 


Rank and File Support Built by Peron 
Deeply Concerned Over Losing Social 
Gains—Overthrow Came When Army 


Turned on Dictator, CGT Failed to Act.

S ARGENTINA begins to untangle the results of 10 years 

of dictatorship, the victorious revolutionists face a formi- 

dable obstacle in.the powerful rank and file support built 
up over the years by President Juan Domingo Peron. The 
jubilant chanting of “Libertad! Libertad!” by Buenos Aires 
street crowds and the wrecking of statues of Peron and his 
late wife, Eva, tend to obscure the deep concern felt by the 
Argentine masses that the revolution may wipe out the very 
real social gains they received from Peron. 


To watch developments of the 
next weeks and months under- 
standingly as a new government 
takes shape, it will be necessary 
to know who the revolutionaries 
were and how they were able to 
upset Peron’s dictatorship. 

Censorship, deliberately false 
radio broadcasts and the gen- 
eral confusion of a revolution 
made it difficult at the time to 
tell exactly what was happen- 
ing. Now, however, it is be- 
coming possible to piece to- 
gether into a meaningful pat- 
tern the events that began with 
rebellious outbreaks Sept. 16 
and culminated yesterday in the 
inauguration of Gen. Eduardo 
Lonardi as provisional president. 

June 16 Revolt. 

Exactly three months earlier, 
on June 16, units of the Argen- 
tine navy and air force had 
staged a revolt, dropping bombs 
on Casa Rosada, the rose-colored 
government house, and on the 
President’s home, with the aim 
of killing Peron and touching 
off a full-scale revolution. But 
the army remained loyal and 
crushed the revolt. 

In the new uprisings that be- 
gan last week, it was provincial 
army garrisons that led the re- 
volt, striking unexpectedly at 
the important city of Cordoba 
and other widely separated 
points in the interior. They 
were joined by important naval 
forces, which seized the naval 
bases at Puerto Belgrano and 
Rio Santiago. 

Peron’s loyal army forces 
scored two important early vic- 


tories—capturing an important 
armory at Curusu Cuatia and | 
regaining control of the. Rio 
Santiago naval base, forcing the 
rebelious naval forces there to | 
take to sea. 

Last Sunday the outcome 
hung in the balance. The ques- 
tion then was whether Peron’s 
loyal troops would be able to 
crush the remaining rebel forces 
or whether the rebels would be 
able to attract defections from 
the loyal forees in sufficient 
numbers te give the revolution 
an increasing momentum that 
would carry it to eventual vic- 


ry. 

Defections snowballed. One 
loyal army, marching toward 
Cordoba, met a rebel force 
head-on and the two generals 
adyanced, talked things over— 
with the result that the Joyalists 
unceremoniously joined the reb- 
els. More and more loyal units, 
seeing which way the wind was 
blowing, went over to the 
rebels. 


In Rebel Hands. 


By Monday, virtually all of 
the country outside of the 
Buenos Aires area was in rebel 
hands. Then rebel-held war- 
ships broadcast an ultimatum, 
threatening to bombard Buenos 
Aires, and Peron resigned. Suc- 
cess of the revolution was al- 
ready assured, however, and 
dark, low-hanging clouds made 
it doubtful, in any case, whether 
tactical naval bombardment 
could have been undertaken. 

This brief account should 
make it clear that the revolu- 
tion was, in a sense, not a rev- 


olution at all and probably 
could more properly be called | 
a military coup. 

The rebels, virtually to a | 
man, were former supporters | 
of Peron. Some had been pre- | 
pared to fight to defend him 
right up to the outbreak and. 
even after the uprising was un- 
der way. Even the new pro- 
visional president owes his gen- 
eralship to Peron and supported 
the dictator until becoming in- 
volved in an anti-Peron con- 
spiracy four years ago, and 
being forced into retirement. 

Put in its simplest terms, 
Peron’s overthrow came because 
one of the two principal bases 
of his power, the army, turned 
on him, The other, the work- 
ing masses which he had or- 
ganized into the powerful Gen- 
eral Confederation of Labor 
(CGT) was either caught off 
guard, or less willing to fight a 
civil war in his defense than 
had been supposed. 

Little was heard from the 
CGT when the outcome still was 
in doubt last weekend, and 
since then the CGT’s secretary 
general, Hector Hugo di Pietro, 
has been content to issue in- 
structions from time to time to 
“maintain tranquility.” 

It remained a military coup 
in appearance in the early days 
of the last week, largely be- 
cause of a trick played by the 
weather. A_ record-breaking 
rainstorm, lasting for 50 hours 
and continuing into Wednesday 
morning, may well have, pre- 
vented serious street fighting, 
at that moment, in Buenos 


Aires. 
La Prensa Cheers. 


By midweek, Argentina's 
long-suffering middle class be- 
gan appearing in the streets. 
On the afternoon of Thursday, 
which started. calmly enough, 
crowds of middle class Argen- 
tines appeared, waving blue and 
white national flags and chant- 
ing slogans. One yelling crowd 
formed opposite the building of 
La Prensa, the great liberal 
newspaper that Peron seized in 
1951 and tunned over to the 
labor confederation. A great 
cheer arose each time someone 
tossed out another picture of 
Peron or his late wife, Eva. 
More cheers came when a man 
climbed up to a cupola at the

ripped down a Peronist sign 
placed there..since the paper 
came under Peron’s control. A 
block away, another crowd gur- 
rounded headquarters of the 
Peronista women’s organization, 
tore down the huge wooden - 
sign mounted on the building 
and burned it, together with 
books and papers pitched out 
of the organization offices, in 
a street bonfire. 


The climax came Friday, 
with Gen. Lonardi’s victorious 
arrival at Buenos Aires from 
Cordoba. Hundreds of thousands 


jammed Plaza de Mayo, in 
front of the Casa Rosada. 
Among the improvised slogans 
picked up by the crowd was 
“one two and three, La Plata 
once again.” La Plata is a 
nearby commercial port that 
the dictator had renamed “Eva 
Péron.” 


Although such jubilation is 
understandable enough when 
freedom of speech returns 
after being suppressed for 10 
years, some observers fear a 
reaction from the descamisados, 
the “shirtless ones,” who 
formed the mass: of Peron’s 
support. 


Reaction also could be 
stirred by the brutal bombard- 
ment of headquarters of the 
Alianza Nationalista, Peron’s 
terrorist organization. The 
Alianza had incurred intense 
hatred by acting as a goon 
squad for Peron to intimidate 
any incipient opposition. How- 
ever, not more than one mur- 
der had ever been attributed 
to the Alianza—and there was 
considerable doubt about that 
one. Fifteen or twenty of the 
Alianzas were killed when the 
Army bombarded the head- | 
quarters building for a half. 
hour from two Sherman tanks, 
reducing it to byrning rubble. 

The middle class here is 
exuberant over the sudden end 
of the repressive dictatorship 
of Peron, but also because it is 
expected that the favored posi- 
tion of the masses will come 
to an immediate end. There

Conditions of greater stability 
in Indonesia would be to the 
advantage of the United States.

Neutralism Policy. 

Indonesia is expected to con- 
tinue its international policy of 
neutralism regardless of the 
outcome of the balloting. No 
burning foreign policy issues 
are being debated by the travel- 
ing politicians. The major par- 
ties have pledged to work for 
peace, economic development, 
and better conditions for indus- 
trial workers and farmers. Pow- 
erful nationalist feelings per- 
vade all parties. 

The issue of Communism fig- 
ures somewhat in the elections 
because the legal .Communist 
party, which holds 7 per cent 
of the seats in the present Par- 
liament, has exerted a strong 
balance-of-power influence until 
recently. It will be difficult to 
show Communist gains or losses, 
however, because there is no 
way of estimating the real pop- | 
ular strength of the party today. |

Plight of Landlords. 

One special sore point is the 
plight of the landlord class. 
Rents have been frozen, with 
only minor adjustments being 
permitted, since World War II. 
Many workers pay as little as 
150 pesos ($5) a month for ac- 
commodations that would bring 
five or six times that much in 
a free market. But if the rent 
ceilings were abolished imme- 
diately, many workers simply 
would be unable to pay their 
rent without substantial pay 
rises, which in turn would set 
off additional inflation in the 
nation’s shaky economy. 

Similarly, there may be de- 
mands for reduction of the gen- 
erous pension and _ vacation 
benefits enforced by the Peron 
government for all employes. 
Here again, a sudden change 
could work extreme hardship. 

There may also be pressure 
to close down the elaborate 
recreation clubs that Peron 
built for young men and women 
of the working class, but there 
too, any immediate change 
would bring a reaction. 

Many of those who swarmed 
into the Plaza de Mayo for the 
inauguration undoubtedly hoped 
that the import restrictions on 
automobiles would be relaxed 
soon. Peron has made it al- 
most impossible to buy a new 
car from abroad except as a 
special favor his government 
granted —invariably for value 
received. Because of the re- 
strictions, such cars often were 
resold immediately in the black 
market at several times list 
price. But the import restric- 
tions have a sound economic 
justification in Argentina’s cru- 
cial shortage of foreign ex- 
change. It will be hard to buy 
a new car here for a long time. 

The “dePeronization” of Ar- 
gentina, it is easy to see, will 
be a slow and difficult task in 
many ways.

As far as relations with the 
United States are concerned 
our embassy observers hope for 
a friendly government that will 
deserve respect as well as co- 
operation. 

Braden Policy. . 

Ever since the United States 
Braden policy of open disap- 
proval of the Peron govern- 
ment, the Department of State 
had been following the diffi- 
cult policy of doing business 
with him as best it could. This 
had been’ interpreted by some 
as appeasement of Peron, but 
department officials had _ re- 
plied that the United States 
needed Argentine collaboration 
against international Commu- 
nism and Argentine receptive- 
ness to American investment 
capital and that Peron was 
President and thus the man 
with whom to deal.

It seems we've got to have 
them. 


The tale is swiftly-paced, 
terse, and smartly pieced to- 
gether. We learn that Mr. 
Ehrlich, in times of . great 
stress, breaks out into mil- 
lions of reddish bumps (prob- 
ably a form of hives), and 
that he has an astonishing 
collection of fancy, expen- 
sive cuff links. We also learn 
that he is a civic leader, a 
leader in charity work, and a 
very charming fellow indeed.

Judge Turns 
Legal Chore 
Into A-1 Story 


THE GREER CASE: A TRUE 
COURT DRAMA, by David W.

HE truth may or may not 

be stranger than fiction 

but it certainly can be a 
lot more interesting simply 
because it is the truth and 
not the figment of some 
writer’s imagination. 

The author of “The Greer 
Case” is Presiding Justice of 
the Appellate Division of the 
New York State Supreme 
Court, First Department. 
Like many men of eminence 
the Judge admits to a liking 
for mystery stories. The 
Greer case came to him in 
the ordinary course of law, on 
|}appeal from the Surrogate’s 
Court of Néw York county. 
But when he began reading 
the legal record it soon 
ceased to be just another 
legal chore and became an 
absorbing reading experience. 
Here in truth, he decided, 
was more drama, mystery, 
conflict, pathos, irony—even 


humor — than one could 
dream up. 
So he decided that it 


should be written up, not as 
a law book, but for the gen- 
eral reading public—the pub- 
lic that shares his taste for 
mysteries. And he saw that 
it needed no embellishments 
whatever—nothing but to be 
reduced, compacted, and giv- 
en the movement which court 
procedure retards. For that 
reason he did not turn it 
over to a practitioner of the 
whodunit art—who might be 
tempted to apply his own 
imagination to it—but tackled 
the job himself. 

The reader can be grateful 
for the Judge’s decision, for 
the whole fascination of the 
book—its true life character 
—would be lost otherwise. As 
he says, “This was not a 
case to inspire a story; it 
was the story.” 

So its writing became for 
him a vacation chore, to be 
accomplished between golf 
and fishing. Inevitably it took 
time. The case was tried 


back in 1948. 
+ son why he decided to 

write it. He found that 
the case provided an excel- 
lent example of trial lawyers’ 
work, of their problems in 
meeting a baffling case, of 
their resourcefulness, skill 
and untiring effort in discov- 
ering evidence, uncovering 
the truth and presenting a 
case in court. 

All that need be said about 
the case itself is that it con- 
cerns a woman of wealth and 
social prominence, Mabel 
Seymour Greer, whose death 
was reported in the New York 
papers on August 11, 1946, 
and a contest which devel- 
oped over her will. 

She willed her fortune to 
Harvard University, having 
left no children or relatives. 
Then a claimant appeared to 
contest the will. He was Har- 
old A. Segur, who claimed to 
be her illegitimate son who 
had been adopted by his 
father, Dr. Willard B. Segur. 
The executor of Mrs. Greer’s 
estate conceded that she had 
borne a son by Dr. Segur, but 
contested the claim of Harold 
Segur to be that son. And 
on that deceptively simple 
issue the legal battle was 
joined, and fought to a long 
finish. 

The result is definitely a 
first-rate drama, full of sus- 
pense—with an excellent sur- 
prise twist thrown in—full, 
too, of human interest of 
divers kinds, and a first-rate 
job of craftsmanship by the 
learned justice. No doubt 
he found his true calling on 
the bench, but he clearly has 
other abilities that should not 
be allowed to go to waste. 
Come again, Mr. Justice!

Epstein's autobiography 
coincides happily with the 
placement of his _ heroic 
bronze group entitled “Social 
Consciousness” in Fairmount 
Park, Philadelphia, and with 
a series of other events which 
mark the culmination of his 
furious and wonderful career. 


Under the sententious title, 
“Let There Be Sculpture,” 
Epstein wrote, in 1940, an 
account of his artistic life. 
He admitted the reader to 
his studio and kept him there, 
as he relived the struggle to 
create sculpture; telling how 
it was executed, how received. 


Since 1940 several of his 
best works have been com- 
missioned, among them the 
“Lazarus” of New College, 
Oxford, the “Madonna and 
Child” of Cavendish Square, 
and many fine portrait busts. 
He has lately remarried, and 
been knighted by the Queen. 

The new edition of his life 
shows little revision; but the 
adding of a final chapter, 
“Postscript: 1954,” brings it 
to quite a different conclu- 
sion. The first book ended on 
a note of frustration, this one 
of fulfillment. 

Readers aware of the con- 
troversial publicity Epstein 
has received may be disap- 
pointed that he tells little of 
his personal life. Except for 
an account of his New York 
background—he was the son

“T cannot assert too strong- 
ly that sculpture is a science 
needing many years of prepa- 
ration and study, requiring an 
equal exercise of the imagina- 
tion to that needed in any 
form of creation, poetry, 
music or great drama; the 
same effort and sacrifice and 
lifetime of devotion.” 

The format of this book is 
pleasing.

Fred Rodell, professor of 


law at Yale, thus summarizes . 


the power of the United 
States Supreme Court. He 
says that the Court has made 
a dire réality of the fore- 
bodings expressed by Presi- 
dent Jefferson on hearing of 
Chief Justice John Marshall's 
assertion of judicial review. 


“Our Constitution, " said 
Jefferson, “intending to es- 
tablish three departments, co- 
and independent, 
that they might check and 
balance one another, has 
given, according to this opin- 
ion, to one of them alone 
the right to prescribe rules 
for the government of the 
others, and that one, too, 
which is unelected and iffde- 
pendent of the nation. The 
Constitution, on this hypothe- 
sis, is a mere thing of wax in 
the hands of the judiciary.” 

Despite all black-robed, 
ceremonious protestations to 
the contrary, the Supreme 
Court haS made ours a gov- 
ernment of men, and not of 
laws, according to Rodel. 

With very, very few excep- 
tions, the Court has acted as 
a guardian of property against 
the rights of men, he argues. 
He holds that a majorfty of 
the framers of the Constitu- 
tion, not too enthusiastic 
about democracy, wanted it 
to be just that: an ultimate 
authority able to negate the 
expressed will of the people. 
They dared not say this ‘in 
sO many words in a Consti- 
tution which had to be rati- 
fied by states which had not 
yet acquired -much respect 
for a central government. So 
it fell to Marshall to assert 
the power boldly, and it is 
the chief measure of his 
greatness that he made his 
boldness prevail.

A Brutal Bitter Affair 


GUNS OF CHICKAMAUGA, by 
Richard O'Connor (Doubleday,

N a previous, well-received 
| votume Mr. O’Connor gave 

us the biography of George 
H. Thomas, the Virginian who 
took the Union side in the 
Civil War. “The Rock of 
Chickamauga,” as Thomas 
was dubbed by observers, was 
obviously too good a char- 
acter to be dropped so easily, 
and Mr. O’Conner offers him 
to us in a new guise, as a 
major figure in a sprightly, 
quick-moving novel. 

Once again, too, the author 
draws upon his detailed, hour- 
by-hour knowledge of a vital 
battle, part of the Chatta- 
nooga campaign. Chicka- 
mauga was a brutal, bitter af- 
fair, won by the Confederates, 
only to have its full fruits 
lost. In his-pages dealing with 
the clash itself, Mr. O’Connor 
writes with vivid effect. 

His fiction story is a some- 
what conventional one, deal- 


ing with a hero who is a 
kind of secret agent, a news- 
paperman on a special errand, 
and a heroine who, we are 
told, has married badly and 
still loves the other man. 
Involved are saddlebags filled 
with money or something else, 
crooked figures selling cotton 
into Northern hands, and like 
elements. . 

Mr. O’Connor has essayed 


no vital thesis, tried to estab- | 


lish nothing profound or phi- 
losophic, He has been content 
to tell a quick, uncluttered 
tale; he does it with economy 
and point. And in his por- 
traits of actual individuals, 
like the striking General 
Thomas he provides some 
moving and disturbing mo- 
ments. 

For those who want scenes 
of lively action under fire, 
of bloody clashes of men 
about to die, “Guns of Chick- 
mauga” has everything that 
ean be desired. In a word, 
this is a book which does 
precisely what it set out to 
do, entertain with an honest 
yarn.

It may.seem contrary to 
Rodell’s thesis of the Court 
as the guardian of property 
that he should conclude that 
its power may yet be brought 
to the service of “the bravest 
dream of all,” personal free- 
dom. This is, however, a 
necessary corrective to his 
major theme. He sees it well 
served by Black and Douglas; 
and “under the inspiration of 
those two great Justices and 
the aegis of a potentially 
great Chief Justice, the 
American dream of freedom 
may be re-born.”

their eyes at some of the ‘sum- 
mer specials.’ Typical were 
actions prohibiting a San Fran- 
cisco firm from promising red-

‘tising ‘rare, three-year - old’ 
‘camellias, plants that fell far 
short of being three and even 
shorter. of being rare.”

“Many of the complaints to 
the commission came from 
merchants injured by such un- 
fair competition, but most came 
from angry customers, includ- 
ing, no doubt, a sunburned red- 
head.

The International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment (World Bank) is doing an 
excellent job of financing eco- 


nomically sound projects in un- 
deredeveloped nations of the 
world, Sidney Maestre, chair- 
man of the board of Mercantile 
Trust Co., said yesterday. 

He returned Thursday from 
Istanbul, where he was a special 
guest at the annual directors’ 
meeting of the World Bank. 

Projects for which the Bank 
makes loans are only those 
which will bring direct benefit 
to a nation’s economy, such as 
steel mills and roads, he point- 
ed out. The Bank is financed 
by funds provided by 58 mem- 
ber nations: 

Most significant feature of 
the International Monetary 
Fund’s meeting, held simul- 
taneously with that of the 
Bank, was that convertibility of 
currencies was not discussed, 
Maestre said. 

In his opinion, the subject

ACK DEMPSEY, a former 
heavyweight champion of 
the world, saw Rocky Mar- 
ciano box for the first time 
when he knocked out Archie 
Moore in nine rounds at 
Yankees Stadium last Wed- 
nesday, 


Dempsey was not particu- 
larly impressed with what he 
saw. 


“He’s crude and awkward,” 
he said. “He’s a swinging 
type of puncher who misses 
an awful lot. 


“Moore had one good 
chance to win the fight when 
he knocked Rocky down in 
the second round but he did 
not move in to take advantage 
of the situation. 


“Marciano is powerful and 
he can take a punch well but 
he knows nothing about box- 
ing,« either offense or de- 
fense.” 


Dempsey was reminded 
that many of the 61,000 per- 
sons who saw the match were 
comparing it to the Dempsey- 
Firpo fight of some 27 years 
ago, when Dempsey’ was 
knocked out of the ring, then 
knock Firpo about like a 
rubber ball until he stopped 
the Argentine. 


“Shucks, Firpo was a pret- 
ty. sharp puncher,” Dempsey 
s{d, “he didn’t make those 
wild swings like Marciano 
does. Firpo had a good left 
hand, too, and would jab your 
head off.” 


Asked what he thought Mar- 
ciano might have done with 
a boxer like Gene Tunney, 
Jack @id Tunney would have 
cut Rocky to ribbons. 


“He would have a hard 
time laying a glove on Gene,” 
Jack said. 


There have been strained 
relations, more or less, with 
promoters in New York on 
the one hand and Dempsey 
on the other for years. That's 
why he hasn’t attended many 
fights. 


He feels that present day 
boxers do not measure up to 
those of 25 or 30 years ago 
and, of course, there are 
many who agree with him.

Satterfield is a guy 
who’s been knocked out a 
dozen times or more but he 
can hit and I believe he 
would be a tough man for 
Marciano or anybody else to 
beat.” 

Satterfield recently defeat- 
ed Valdes in Chicago in a 
nationally televised bout. 
Then Valdes went to England 
and knocked out Don Cockell 
in three rounds, whereas it 
took Marciano nine rounds 
to accomplish the same re- 
sult. 

Moore probably could beat 
the whole crowd, as Dempsey 
Says, but to steam up a re- 
turn match between Moore 
and Marciano would take a 
lot of fuel because there 
doesn’t seem to be any rea- 
son for it.

Hunters to Remember 


N A SHORT TIME, scenes of heads popping above blinds, 
guns blazing and ducks falling will be re-enacted in Missouri 


An important —— relat- 
ing to the possession of wild- 
fowl says: 

“No person, other than the 
person who killed such birds, . 
shall receive or possess migra- 
tory game birds for picking, 
cleaning, processing, shipment, 
transportation or storage (in- 
cluding temporary storage at 
hunting clubs) unless such birds 
have a tag attached indicating 
the total mumber and kinds, 
date killed and the name and 
address of the hunter.” 

Limits on geese temain the 
same this year. They provide 
for the taking of five geese 
daily, with five in ession, 
except that such limit may not 
include more than two Canada 
geese or their subspecies. 

In effect, the limit for Mis- 
souri and Illinois hunters is 
two birds, since Canada geese 
are about the only species killed 
in this section of the country. 

Illinois has limited goose 
shooting in the southern zone, 
‘including Jersey and Calhoun 
counties, to the period from 
Nov. 5 through Dec. 15, The 
southern zone also includes the 
well-known goose shooting areas 
in Alexander county, site of the 
Horseshoe Lake re uge.

He has just returned to Wash- 
ington after supervising the 
first big supply project in the 
far north with a dramatic story 
of “victory over the real ene- 
mies—ice, smow, cold, fog and 


hardship.” 
“DEW” is the abbreviation 
for Distant Early Warning. 


Some time in 1957, more likely 
later, a string of Air Force ra- 
dar stations is to be in oper- 
ation from the northwestern 
point of Alaska across the Cana- 


Another . link 
will run from Thule bay, the 
United States Air Force station 
in far northwest Greenland, 
across Baffin island and the 
Foxe peninsula. 

Northernmost Link. 

This is to be the northernmost 
of three radar links designed to 
supply information of any air 
raids directed at this country 
and Canada across the Arctic. 

The “pine tree” line is gen- 
erally in operation along the 
Canadian-United States border. 
“Mid-Canada,” a wholly Cana- 
dian operation, is just getting 
started.

contractors, can set up the ra-

Standout Newspaper. 


A standout paper is the 
Florence Morning News, o 
Florence, S.C. The executive 
editor, John H. O’Dowd, 28 
years old, is no Yankee carpet- 
bagger. He is a graduate of

IM McNEW is a big, broad- 

faced Irishman who wears 

the uniform of the Salvation 
Army and goes quietly about 
his business, which is helping 
to salvage people. 

In the course of this en- 
deavor he meets all sorts, from 
the alcoholics in the gutter to 
the prim-righteous who view 
them with loathing and disdain. 
McNew feels both extremes 
could use some guidance, and 
he recalled the very correct 
woman who lectured him 
thusly: 

“My good man,” she said to 
McNew, “why waste your time 
on these terrible, drunken 
bums? Don’t you have eyes to 
see they are beyond hope?” 
(She flounced away without 
waiting for his reply, which, if 
she had heard and compre- 
hended it, she probably 
wouldn’t have believed anyhow. 
McNew would have told her 
that a relatively short time 
ago he was as bad as any de- 
relict on any Skid Row, and 
considerably worse than the 
average.

There was a time, of 
M4 course, when all this 
we rugged countryside lying 
; north of New York City 
was farmed intensively. 
But the land wore out and was abandoned to grow up into 
brush. and then timber. Then as the population increased 
the small towns became suburbs, often with large estates 
between them which were allowed to remain wild. The 
Nature Center, now almost entirely covered with a heavy 
forest growth, was once part of a 1000-acre farm and the 
present caretaker, who has: been in residence there for 51 
years, tells of a time when a dozen men and 30 horses were 
needed to carry out the farm tasks. 


- Even New Jersey has its share of wild land, especially 
in the pine barrens that lie to the south of Trenton. Life 
here goes on much as it did in Revolutionary War days, 
with such industries as primitive charcoaling being carried 
on. This wild area, in fact, once supported a much larger 
population than it does today and along its wooded streams 
one may come upon the ruins of once-busy industries. 
Large areas of New Jersey are, of course, devoted to dairy- 
ing and highly intensive truck farming on a big scale and 
these latter farms have created an unusual problem. The 
light, sandy soils are extremely easy to cultivate but re- 
quire huge quantities of commercial fertilizers to keep 
them productive. 
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There is so little organic matter in the soils, 
however, that great amounts of these fertilizers 
cannot be utilized by the plants and thus leach 
out into the streams of the area. This leaching has 
now reached a point where the fertilizer creates a 
real pollution problem for some New Jersey towns. 
And the answer would seem to lie in setting aside 
a portion of the truck farm land each year for the 
production of heavy green manure crops to be 
plowed down and incorporated into the topsoil to 
create humus. This in turn would take up the ex- 
cess fertilizer and render it available to crops. 
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@ OUR MEETINGS at the Nature Center kept us so busy, 
however, that we had little time to explore the surrounding 
countryside. On the other hand, we had an opportunity to 
become better acquainted with as interesting a group of 
men and women as one could find anywhere. The meeting 
Was arranged, of course, by former St. Louisan Wayne 
Short who directs the entire Audubon Screen Tour pro- 
gram, and his assistant Syd Heckler who was executive 
secretary of the St. Louis Audubon Society for some years. 
The Audubon lecturers and photographers seem to come 
from every walk of life. There are, as one would expect, 
such outstanding ornithologists as Roger Tory Peterson, 
superlative bird artist and photographer and author of the 
famous “Field Guides to the Birds.” There are Alex Sprunt 
and Alan Cruickshank, both long associated with the Audu- 
bon Society. But from there, one wanders far afield. 
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Among the others are Howard Orians, a min- 
ister, and his brother George, who is a university 
professor. Olin Pettingill is a biologist by profes- 
sion, with such interesting jobs behind him as pho- 
tographing the penguins of the Falkland Islands 
for Disney. Karl Maslowski is a naturalist who has 
built a large motion picture production company 
specializing in conservation and wildlife films. 
Alfred Etter is an ecologist from Missouri who will 
teach a course in this subject during the coming 
winter at Washington University’s “University Col- 
lege.” Cleveland Grant of Wisconsin is a trained 
naturalist who has been .photographing big game 

» for 25 years and has made many of the outstanding 
Disney sequences in this field. In addition to these 
are directors of natural history museums, a former 
Air Force photographer, a successful commercial 
artist, a Chamber of Commerce director—and even 
one farmer from the Ozarks. Some five of these 
you will be able to see and hear if you attend the 
Audubon Screen Tours in St. Louis this winter.

@ ONCE OUR MEETINGS at the Nature Center were 
finished, we drove back to New York for a stay Which was 
cut short by a steadily increasing yearning for the com- 
parative peace and quiet of Possum Trot. But we did have 
time to drive out to Larchmont for dinner with the Harlan 
Clevelands. Harlan is editor of “The Reporter” and was 
recently home from a flying trip to the Near East during 
which he had visited Egypt, Israel, Lebanon and Turkey, 
where a lot of history is being made these days.

WHITE SANDS, N.M., 
Sept. 24 (INS)— 

N the sun-baked New Mexican 

desert there is a 

wooden sign reading 
Mars.” The sign stands .sym- 
bolically near the rocket firing 
range at the Armed Forces’ 
White Sands Proving Grounds. 
It is slightly misleading—for 
the time being at least. The “To 
Mars” sign directs White Sands 
personnel to the “Military Aux- 
iliary Relay Service,” where 
radio messages can be sent to 
friends and relatives. 

But this big U.S. rocket and 
guided missile center, where 
the world’s first atomic bomb 
was detonated in the hour be- 
fore dawn, July 16, 1945, now is 
closer to Mars or the 
from the standpoint of getting 
there—than any other place on 
earth. 


When the White House an- 
nounced American plans for 
launching the (first earth- 
circling artificial satellite, it did 
so with the firm knowledge 
White Sands scientists already 
had demonstrated the project’s 
practicality. 


Today, these same men are 
working on the next steps 
towards realization of man’s 
age-old dream of setting foot 
on an alien celestial body. 

Propulsion experts, fuel spe- 
cialists, engineers designers and 
biologists all agree that the 
forthcoming research satellite 
is only the first puny probe at 
the space frontier. 

Next, the scientists say, will 
come a satellite carrying small 
animals; then a larger satellite 
and finally, a manned space 
“platform.” 

Once the manned satellite is 
launched successfully, a trip to 
the moon will be “just like a 
Sunday drive,” says Vincent 
Cushing, propulsion engineer 
at Armour Research Founda- 
tion, at the Illinois Institute of 
Technology. After the moon, 
mars and venus in our solar 
system will beckon. 


“Re RR 
R. ERNST A. STEINHOFF, a 
key figure in the rocket re- 
search laboratories, center- 

ing around White Sands, be- 
lieves man can reach Mars 
probably within 25 years “if the 
money is forthcoming te sup- 
port the necessary work.” 

There are few men more 
qualified than Dr. Steinhoff in 
the rocket field. Before join- 
ing the American rocket effort, 
he was a director of the Ger- 
man center at Peenemunde on 
the Baltic sea coast. He has 
an innocuous-sounding title: 
“Head, technical analysis sec- 
tion.” His duties: Secret. 

Space enthusiasts and seri- 
ous-minded astronauts like Dr. 
Steinhoff are encountered 
throughout the U. S. rocket and 
guided missile effort. But their 
willingness to discuss the prob- 
lems and possibilities of inter- 
planetary flight is necessarily 
tempered by security considera- 
tions. 

Primary mission of White 
Sands is to test-fire models of 
the latest military weapons em- 
ploying rocket motors or re- 
mote control direction. Space 
travel considerations are sec- 
ondary to this consideration, 
Steinhoff and his co-workers 
emphasize. But just as nu- 
clear power reactors for peace- 
ful uses were developed out of 
the same work that produced 
the atomic bomb, so too are 
space flight techniques emerg- 
ing from weapons research. 

Extensive studies are under- 
way, for example, on the prob- 
lems of “man in space”—and 
animals. At the Air Force's 
Holloman Air Development 
Center, adjoining White Sands, 
is a research laboratory hous- 
ing the world’s most exclusive 
group of animals. These an- 
imals, mostly mice so far as 
can be determined, have been 
placed in special compartments 
in research rockets and carried 
higher than any human ever 
nas gone. 

Tight-lipped Air Force biolo- 
gists describe the tests as an 
effort “to obtain information on 
the nature of the upper atmos- 
phere.” One animal-carrying 
rocket climbed 40 miles into the 
sky before tumbling to earth; 
its cargo of mice was recovered 
unharmed and studied. 

It is reported that bigger lab- 
oratory animals, including val- 
uable research monkeys, are 
being carried to great heights. 
After monkeys, would come 
man, if the usual scientific pat- 
tern is followed, 

At Holloman, Lt, Col. John 
P. Stapp, “the fastest man on 
earth,” directs research into 
the new space-age specialty: 
bio-dynamics, or the effects of 
mechanical forces on living tis- 
sues. Stapp, who is a doctor,

lists these tasks of his aero- 
medical field laboratory: 

Studying conditions of escape 
from high-performance aircraft, 
that is, vehicles operating at 
high altitudes above the speed 
of sound. 


Crashing old automobiles 
traveling at various speeds to 
learn about sudden “decelera- 
tion” forces. 

Measuring wind blast effects 
on men. 

Observing abrupt total pres- 
sure change effects on the hu- 
man body, the so-called “G” 
effects of gravity encountered 
in sudden acceleration or decel- 
eration. 

Summing up all phases of his 
work, Stapp said: “I feel cer- 
tain there is no ceiling on 
flight.” 


Biological problems of space 
flight pose only one of the dif- 
ficulties that must be overcome 
before man can go beyond the 
space satellite “outpost.” Basic 
to interplanetary flight is the 
power plant that will zoom the 
payload of men and equipment 
up out of the dense “air ocean” 
surrounding this globe and into 
airless outer space. 

e.# 
HAT’S needed is a rocket 
motor capable of going up 
200 to 300 miles and still 
able to impart a “kick” to give 
the payload a speed of 18,000 
to 25,000 miles per hour, de- 
pending on the size of the load 
and the height to be reached. 

The record for a single-stage 
(one motor) rocket is 158 miles. 
It was set by the United States 
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DR. ERNST A. STEINHOFF . 
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Navy’s Viking XI last year at 
White Sands. The 158-mile 
“summit” marking Viking’s 
capabilities suggests that a mul- 
ti-stage (two or more motors) 
rocket must be used to carry 
up even the modest research 
satellite, which will weigh some 
30 pounds or more depending 
on the equipment load. 

How this will be achieved in 
time to launch the satellite dur- 
ing the international geophysi- 
cal year, June 1957 to Decem- 
ber 1958, has been demonstrat- 
ed at White Sands. There a 
two-stage rocket, consisting of 
the German’s World War II V-2 
with a United States Army 
“Wac Corporal” mounted in its 
nose, soared 250 miles into 
space for the world’s announced 
altitude record. 


The V-2 went up 114 miles; 
just as it reached its peak, the 
Wac Corporal zoomed off 136 
miles more into the upper air. 
Obviously, bigger satellites 
capable of carrying animals and 
men will require still greater 
power thrusts. There are strong 
indications that power plants 
for three- and four-stage rock- 
ets have been designed and are 
now entering production. 

Very top secret is the United 
States “Atlas project.” Atlas is 
an I.B.M. (inter-continental bal- 
listics missile), one of the ulti- 
mate weapons both America 
and Russia are rushing to com- 
pletion. Atlas is believed to be 
a four-stage rocket, powerful 
eniough to take the research 
“spaceball” up to the projected 
height and give it the push to 
send it cruising around the 
earth. Officially, its first stage 
rocket will generate “thousands 
of pounds of thrust and mil- 
lions of horsepower in a matter 
of seconds.” 


There will be no “Christopher 
Columbus” aboard the first 
space-bound ship if Col. Stapp 
has his way. From his point of 
view, man, even the courageous 
Columbus type of explorer, is a 
fragile creature. 


Last year,’ Stapp shot 632 
miles per hour in a rocket- 
driven sled along a fixed steel 
track at Holloman. Within five 
seconds, he hit his peak speed 
and then- was brought to a 
slam-bang, split-second halt. 
The result: new bio-dynamics 
knowledge, two black eyes and 
the title “the fastest man on 
earth.” 


Stapp has participated in 26 
other such “deceleration” tests, 
and has sustained two arm frac- 
tures, a rib fracture, a retinal 
hemorrhage and what is de- 
scribed as “moderate. degrees 
of concussion.” 

He calls himself a “believer 
in practical space travel.” Here 
are his views on the next step 
into space: 

“I feel certain there is no 
ceiling on flight, but I am

valuable and better all around 
to transport instruments to the 
moon than it is to send up a 
man. 

“With a man, you have 
greater dangers, prohibitive 
costs and the problem of get- 
ting him back. You must pro- 
vide him with food and water, 
and protect him from the space 
elements. A guided missile, 
however, requires none of these 
things. It would be better than 
a ‘Columbus.’ Before sending a 
man up to the moon, let’s find 
out what it is like via instru- 
ments.

ASED on present knowledge, 

the earth’s physical atmos- 

phere consists of four gase- 
ous layers, one on top of the 
other. 

To illustrate what these pro- 
gressively higher layers mean 
to man, Stapp offers these typi- 
cal human limitations: 

Need for oxygen—*“after 10,- 
000 feet, the normal breathing 
limit altitude, we must give 
man oxygen.” 


Need for weather condition- 


ing—‘‘we also must protect man 


from temperatures below zero 
by giving him an electrically- 
heated suit to keep tempera- 
tures around 60 to 70 degrees 


Fahrenheit.” 

Need for pressurizing—‘to 
prevent man’s blood from boil- 
ing and consequent instantane- 
ous death, we must provide a 
sealed cabin and design a pres- 
surized space suit.” 

Need for humidity control— 
“humidity must be kept below 
40 per cent within the sealed 
cabin.” (to prevent suffoca- 
tion.) 

Need for radiation protection 
— “once we get out of the dense 
‘air ocean’ surrounding earth, 
we would be exposed to the 
naked ultra violet and infra red 


rays from the sun. For this 
reason, man’s space shell must 
have proper light filter proper- 


ties.” 


Need for artificial gravity 
field—‘“in order to counterbal- 


ance the effects of near-zero 


gravity as we leave the pull of 
the earth, we must give the 


vehicle some sort of spin.” 


Need for orientation — “in 
weightless space, man will liter- 


ally not know which side is up. 


It may be necessary to tie your- 


self into bed, squeeze a plastic 
bottle to get liquid out of it 
for drinking purposes and per- 
form any number of fantastic 
feats in connection with the 
most simple human acts.” 
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HE armed forces scientists 

are working right now on 

some of these problems, 
most notably at Holloman, Ran- 
dolph Field in Texas and Wright 
Air Development Center, Day- 
ton, O 

Stapp said: 

“At Holloman we are looking 
for a workable design for a 
sealed cabin. Also, Maj. David 
Simmons of our aero-medical 
laboratory spent the past sum- 
mer in Minnesota and Michigan 
launching high-altitude bal- 
loons to capture and study cos- 
mic rays.” 

The balloon launchings are 
made in the northern states 
since previous work has shown 
the middle latitudes are the 
best “hunting grounds” for cos- 
mic radiation. 

Holloman scientists are tight- 
lipped about the space mice 
and monkeys sent up in rock- 
ets. But further studies are 
known to be under way. In the 
meantime, Stapp has a propo- 
sal for a “practical” trip to 
the moon. He explained it: 

“Perhaps we can attach a 
small drone rocket to our first 
moon-bound vehicle. This rock- 
et might be designed in such 
a manner so as to return to 
earth with a sampling of the 
moon’s surface. 

“Other equipment could be 
designed and placed in the 
drone rocket to record valuable 
temperature, moisture and ra- 
diation information. 

“This information uld be 
as good as a huma olum- 
bus’ could get—and we could 
be reasonably sure we would 
get it back to earth. 

“Sending a man to the moon 
without the information could 
be like putting someone down 
in Death Valley with no food, 
water or horse.”

THE HUSBANDS AND 
WIVES who never went to Sun- 
day school or who stopped go- 
ing after ten years of age 
showed a markedly lower pro- 
portion of highly successful and 
a higher proportion of tinsuc- 
cessful marriages. Similarly 
better marital adjustment ac- 
companied those husbands and 
wives who attended church two 
or more times a month than 
was true for those who either 
did not attend or attended only 
once a month or less.” 

Another study found that 
when a woman was a more ac- 
tice churchgoer than her fiance, 
there was a higher proportion 
of broken engagements. Still 
another pointed out that “un- 
favorable attitudes toward re- 
ligious work and interests char- 
acterize more of the unhappy 
men; whereas-happy men are 
in a distinct majority among 
those who like Bible study or 
believe it essential that chil- 
dren should have religious in- 
struction.”

Wevw srox has really looked into the eye of a shrewd old 


sow should show humility. 


It is a bright clear eye, more 


like the eye of a human being than the eye of any other 
animal. It looks at you quite directly, even with what might be 
described as a piercing gaze. The look sizes you up, appraises you 
and leaves you presently with the impression that the old sow has 
indeed a low opinion of you, an opinion tempered by scorn and 
contempt and perhaps even a little animosity. Clearly she does 
not think that you amount to very much and that, given a diffi- 
cult situation, she could cope with it far better than you could do. 
It is as if she said, “You think you can shut me up and confine 
me, Well, that’s what you think! Ha! Ha! and again Ha! Ha!” 


Any farmer knows what she 
is thinking . .. that if she 
really wants to get out she'll 
find a way. Sometimes, I have 
a feeling that she is thinking: 
“You think you know how to 
manage me and bring up my 
litters with all your disinfec- 
tants, your heat lamps, your 
violet rays, your antibiotics, 
your supplements, your inocu- 
lations, your vaccinations. Just 
let me alone and give me my 
freedom and I won’t have any 
troubles nor will the pigs | 
feed.” 


Yet she can be friendly too 
and even understanding, as any 
farmer knows when a_ “700- 
pound sow comes running to 
have her back scratched. You 
don’t have to scratch her back 
a dozen or a score times. Once 
is enough and she gets the idea 
and after that she'll always be 
on hand when you enter the 
field. She may be using you 
and undoubtedly knows that 
she is, and there may be some 
affection involved, but I doubt 
that she ever really loses her 
scorn for you. In some ways, 
about many basic and funda- 
mental things, she knows both 
by instinct and intelligence 
quite a lot of things you don’t 
know. 


Out of an excessively busy 
life, pigs have cost me more 
time than fishing or golf or 
any of the usual activities in 
which men are accustomed to 
find relaxation, amusement and 
exasperation. When I am really 
busy, I dare not visit the pig 
lots, for inevitably I find my- 
self standing there for indefi- 
nite amounts of time watching 
the little pigs horsing about 
with their own games, listening 
to the conversation and gossip 
of the old sows, watching the 
pigs line up to feed, even on 
occasion watching a new litter 
arrive in this world to get up 
immediately on their feet, 
shake themselves and run 
around to their outside source 
of supply in the new world 
which they have entered only a 
moment before. 


* * * 


F I had ever doubted a pig’s 
| capacity to think things out, 

I lost it forever when I dis- 
covered one pig’s trick of escap- 
ing through what was by every 
reasonable evidence a thorough- 
ly pig-tight fence. 

He was one of some 200 half- 
grown pigs enclosed for feed- 
ing in a 10-acre lot. Every day, 
week after week, one pig got 
outside the fence and no one 
was ever able to discover how 
he accomplished this feat, until 
late one afternoon as I stood 
in the far end of the field I 
saw what I found difficult to 
believe. At the opposite end of 
the field I saw a pig actually 
climbing the fence. 


The fence was a typical hog 
fence with graduated openings 
from those too small for even 
the smallest pig to negotiate at 
the very bottom to openings at 
the top that were reasonably 
large. But the designer of the 
fence had reckoned without 
this special pig, who possessed 
advanced powers of reasoning. 
He had discovered that the 
higher the openings were from 
the ground the larger they were 
and he managed to climb high 
enough to reach an opening 
big enough for him to slip 
through. With the greatest dex- 
terity he worked his way up- 
ward until he reached an open- 
ing of sufficient size and then 
slipped down on the opposite 
side of the fence. 


I watched the whole operation 
even to his scuttling across the 
road into a neighboring corn- 
field where he was just able to 
reach up and drag down the 
ears of corn. I must add that 
so great was my admiration for 
this particular pig, that I never 
betrayed the fact that I had 
learned his secret. The end of 
the story was that eventually he 
ate himself out of his freedom, 
for each day he grew fatter, 
heavier and larger in girth, 
until the day came when he 
was unable to find an opening 
to permit his escape or to reach 
the top of the fence without 
falling backward again into the 
prison of his hog lot. 


And there was the mentally 
handicapped pig that never did 
learn to use the self-feeder and 
zs a consequence developed a 
psychopathic and extremely bad 
and aggressive disposition. For 
the benefit of the city-bred who 
may be reading, a self-feeder is 
constructed with a kind of trap 
door which the average pig, or 
indeed every other pig I have 


ever known save this one, learns 
very quickly to raise by putting 
his snout beneath it and forcing 
upward. Once he has his snout 
inside the feeder, the trap door 
rests on his snout or rather his 
forehead until he has eaten his 
fill. Then, as he backs away, the 
trap door falls down again by 
gravity and the feeder is closed. 


~* * * 


UST why this trap door is 
J necessary or why it is sup- 

posed to be useful I do. not 
know, unless some bright fel- 
low believed that it saved feed, 
although any farmer knows that 
any good healthy pig allows no 
feed to be wasted whether it is 
in the feeder or outside on the 
groun he self-feeder, how- 
ever unnecessary, has been 
forced into the consciousness of 
the average farmer, like many 
another dubious and expensive 
agricultural equipment product, 
by high-pressure advertising 
and the general pressure in 
colleges, industrial plarits and 
other places where new gadgets 
are constantly being thought up 
for farmers to buy. At this 
stage, I was still naive enough 
to believe that one could not 
raise hogs without a self-feeder, 
an idea which I long ago aban- 
doned, for we at Malabar have 
never belonged to the school 
which invests in gadgets simply 
to make a hog lot or a building 
look “prettier.” 


In any case, we had in one 
lot of hogs this special back- 
ward pig who never learned to 
raise the trap door with his 
snout. He always took the lid 
between his teeth and raised it 
and always as he let loose of it 
the trap door fell shut again 
before he could get his snout 
under it to hold it open. I have 
watched him try again and 
again countless times to per- 
form the operation so rapidly 
that he could outwit the falling

trap door. He never won and 
so in order to get his fill he 
turned into a bully. He would 
approach the self-feeder, take 
up a stand and allow some in- 
nocent fellow pig to open the 
trap door with his snout. Then 
with a combination of slashing 
and shouldering side movement, 
the backward pig would shove 
the innocent aside and thrust 
his snout into the opening to 
feed his fill. The odd thing 
was that he never learned, 
either by reasoning and logic, 
as did our fence-climbing 
friend, or simply by observing 
how the other pigs did it. He 
just never learned. But I think 
we need not be too critical or 
scornful of him; I have known 
a great many fellow mén who 
suffered from the same handi- 
cap. He was the dumbest pig 
I have ever known and in fact 
the only “dumb” pig with whom 
I have ever been acquainted. 


In fact, they are very bright. 
Among all animals there is 
none which has such a variety 
of sounds designed obviously 
for the purposes of communi- 
cation as the pig. Waste your 
time as I do, leaning on the 
fence, and you will see among 
the pigs everything from a di- 
rector’s meeting to a ladies’ 
discussion of the attractions of 
the visiting boar. There are the 
sounds which a sow makes 
when she feels it is time to feed 
her young, and there are the 
frightful squeals of discontent 
from her pigs when she will 
not give in to their demands 
and lie on her side to let them 
ieed. And there is what is dis- 
tinctly the most ferocious name- 
calling that can occur during 
the equivalent — hair - pulling 
match between two old sows.

Pick up a small pig and he 
will let out the most hair- 
raising shrieks for help that 
will bring running not only his 
own mother but all the sows in 
the neighborhood. He is the 
most blatant of small frauds, 
for the minute you put him 
down again on the ground the 
shrieks stop instantly and are 
replaced by the pleasant “oink! 
oink!” noises of a contented 
small pig. 


* * * 


OME unexpectedly upon an 
C old sow and her litter in a 

swamp or a thicket and, es- 
specially if there are dogs along, 
she will give the signal of 
alarm, gathering all the litter 
around her where they form a 
circle with all their small noses 
pointed outward like a Mace- 
donian phalanx both for the 
attack and defense, making at 
the same time the most threat- 
ening and blood-curdling sounds. 


These sounds made among 
pigs are not merely signals or 
crude symbols of speech. Ob- 
serve a gathering of sows when 
they are not eating or feeding 
their pigs but are merely hav- 
ing a good gossip. The hog wal- 
low is clearly a favorite spot 
for woman’s talk—the kind of 
talk you might hear on “Ladies’ 
Night” in a Turkish bath. There 
is a whole variety of sounds 
including not only pitch but in- 
tonation and the actual forma- 
tion of given sounds. I once 
assisted at such a gathering 
among a group of sows who 
came to give advice at the birth 
of a new litter by one of their 
number. 


The sow who was brought to 
bed was either taken unex- 
pectedly in labor or was a plain 
fool, which is the more likely 
situation. She didn’t choose or 
(ike a woman giving birth in 
a taxi) failed to start for the 
shelter of the barn in time and 
consequently had her litter in 
the middle of the hog lot on a 
day of great heat and blazing 
sunshine, something no sensible 
sow would dream of doing. In 
any case, the family came rap- 
idly, all 10 of them, popping 
up on their wobbly feet and 
going around at once to feed 
at the waiting cafeteria. 


The spectacle attracted sev- 
eral other sows that stood 
about clearly making comments 
of a disapproving nature. 
When the last of the pigs had 
entered this world, or, as the 
fashionable birth announce- 
ments in the French news- 

apers put it, “was given the 

ht of day,” the sow stood up 


and apparently either became 
aware of her foolishness in 
having her pigs in the midst of 
a hot field or heeded the ‘re- 
proaches and advice of the sur- 
rounding sows. She attempted 
to induce the pigs to foliow her 
toward the shade of the nearby 
barn with no success, for the 
pigs were still so new to this 
world that, beyond the instinct 
of eating, they were without 
adjustment and clearly did not 
yet understand pig language. 
She made an astonishing va- 
riety of sounds, in which her 
friends joined . . . sounds that 
were now cajoling, now scold- 
ing, now clearly meant as com- 
mands, 


But the tiny shaky pink pigs 
merely wobbled about, aim- 
lessly. Then abandoning tem- 
porarily all hope of getting 
them into the barn, she relaxed 
for a time and held what was 
clearly a discussion of her labor 
pains and prenatal condition 
with her friends. There was the 
most astonishing variety of 
sounds and intonations in which 
the other sows, their heads 
close together, all joined.

pigs into two pails and headed

We have al- 
ways been led to believe and 
actually taught that corn and 
hogs are inevitably tied to one 
another. 


This is a formula, a theory, 
and a doctrine in which I did 
not altogether believe, and so 
in our own way we began to 
work out a system under which 
we could have hogs at Malabar 
without corn. It worked fine 
and today the pigs make us 
more money per acre than the 
dairy and more than an

the truck gardens. They have 
also provided me personally 
with many hours of amusement,

Crosby Sees It 


Sinatra Didn't Find 
Mood in ‘Our Town' 


By John Crosby

é 6 Ow TOWN,” the second of the Thornton Wilder classics 


for reasons I don’t fully understand. 


It’s a very simple story, ‘Our 
Town,” of love and marriage 
and death, a sort of reaffirma- 
tion of the older values and of 
the simpler enthusiasms of life 
in a small town in 1901. Its 
great unusualness when it was 
first presented on Broadway in 
1938 was the very fact of its 
usualness. 

A boy falls in love with a 
girl and, after an agony of shy- 
ness and a bit of misunderstand- 
ing normal among people their 
age, they marry. And then she 
dies. And there is a scene in 
the cemetery with the dead 
reaching a final full understand- 
ing of life, something that is 
perhaps blessedly denied the 
living.

IT’S QUITE a story all right, 
of such Biblical simplicity that 
it would only occur to a first 
rate creative mind like Wilder's. 
I don’t know where it went 
wrong on television exactly. 
Perhaps it needs a stage. Per- 
haps it needs an audience. 

What it doesn’t need, I feel 
strongly, is Frank Sinatra. Sin- 
atra, a wonderful performer 
when the mood is on him, 
played the role of the narrator, 
originally created by Frank 
Craven, like a character out of 
“Guys and Dolls.” 

He seemed in a great hurry 
to get it over with, hurrying the 
long monologues alohg in a way 
that was decidedly unseemly 
and that set the avhole pace of 
the play decidedly out of kilter, 
It was his task, among others, 
to assume the role of minister 
and to marry the lovers. I can 
offhand think of no actor in the 
world more unsuited for this 
reverent task and, when it was 
over and there was rejoicing 
among the townsfolk, Sinatra 
cocked his hat over one eye 
like a character fresh out of 
Lindy’s and said he was going 
to kiss the bride. I found it 
positively indecent.

IT WAS CERTAINLY an im- 
posing cast they assembled. Eva 
Marie Saint, as the young girl, 
was lovely and poignant. As the 
fathers of the bride and groom, 
Ernest Truex and Paul Hartman 
were fine examples of small 
town crotchets and wisdom. The 
scene between Hartman and the 
bridegroom in which he tries to 
explain marriage—an impossi- 
ble task—was a fine scene but 
not nearly so fine as it was in 
the play. 

I am troubled by all these re- 
flections because I find on 
checking around a bit among 
people whose opinions I respect 
that there is a violent disagree- 


ment about this production. 
Some of them were deeply 
moved. Others were not only 


not moved but bored and angry. 

This is going to be a great 
problem for those of us who 
write about television. There 
is no common denominator even 
among folk who have the same 
tastes and inclinations. You are 
in a thousand different living 
rooms and the mood varies in 
each. There is no audience in 
the ordinary sense, an audience 
which is swept away by a great 
performance or a great line, or 
picked up and carried along.

The bees’ wax will not give any 
odor, and it will keep the oils 
from penetrating into the wood.

Erratic weather the last three 
or four years has made all of 
us realize how difficult it is 
to garden successfully in this 
part of the world.

Most timely, therefore, is the 
brand-new gardening advisory 
service just announced by the 
Horticultural Council of the 


Missouri Botanical Garden. 
This first aid to the home gar- 
dener provides a nearby con- 
|sultant, who can help answer 
imany of the vexing problems 
aggravated by recent weather 
conditions. 

‘ Members of the Council have 
long known that a need for 
‘such a service existed, With the 
new suburban expansion, the 
‘mumber of new gardeners has 
increased tremendéusly, They 
|jare starting out at the worst 
‘possible time, in these drouth 
‘years, and most of them do not 
know where to turn for help. 


Several Forms of Aid. 

Mrs, Hazel Knapp, secretary 
of the Council, who was active 
in helping create this new serv- 
lice, explains that its purpose is 
'to supply the new gardener 
with starting impetus and to 
help interested home-owners 
land amateur gardeners start 
right in planning landscape 
projects. 
| Aid from the advisory service 
will take several forms, Mrs. 
‘Knapp says. It will include help 
‘in. starting an individual or 
group beautifying project. It 
will inform the gardener as to 
plants most successful in St. 
Louis climate. It will tell how 
imeighborhood garden clubs can 
be started, and it will encour- 
age membership in the various 
plant societies.

Water is one of a little man’s major problems (or a little 
lady’s, no less) from the very beginning of his days. To have 
enough water for the uses of the home, for farm, for factory, 
even for fishing when he “wants to get away from it all”; and 
not to have it running destructively rampant (as in recent 
eastern storms) are problems that draw the best ideas and the 
best efforts of hundreds of thousands of men and women, the 
investment of hundreds of millions of dollars. 


The uses of water for sani- 
tation stem from the ancient 
laws of Moses. Purification 
processes to rid water of dis- 
ease-bearing organisms were 
among the very first steps on 
the road to public health rules 
and regulations where concen- 
trated populations require 
them. 

Newer, but rapidly becoming 
increasingly important in this 
nation’s economy are the efforts 
of industry to bring about im- 
proved control of the hardness 
of water for industrial and 
home uses. Still newer are the 
efforts of science to strip water, 
sea water in partieular, of a 
vast wealth of mineral Salts. 
But that’s another story, in 
itself, and this one concerns, 
more especially, Junior’s satis- 
faction with his bath and his 
mother’s satisfaction with non- 
irritating softness of his shirts 
and pants. Incidental, of course, 
is the manufacturer's problem 
of encrusted boilers and tubes. 
Nobody has really taken up se- 
riously yet, the bourbon drink- 
er’s complaint that “water will 
rust your pipes.” Someday, 
somebody will get around to 
that, too, for “zero"’ soft water 
might actually do it. 


Problem Most Everywhere. 


Water hardness is a problem 
throughout most of the United 
States and the Greater St. Louis 
area is no exception. Though it 
isn’t so much of a problem 
here as in some other places, 
there still are new residents 
coming into St. Louis from 
some softer-water areas who 
think things around here are 
“pretty bad.” 

Just when water is hard and 
when it is soft is a moot ques- 
tion on which even the experts 
aren’t thoroughly agreed, but a 
standard of measurement has 
been set up on which all do 
agree. It is identified, when one 
deals with small quantities of 
water as “grains of hardness 
per gallon,” although those who 
must deal with millions of gal- 
lons talk of “parts of hardness 
per million.” The two terms are 
not at odds and grains per gal- 
lon may be translated into parts 
per million simply by multiply- 
ing by 17.1. 

True soft water, in the opin- 
fon of the Water Conditioning 
Research Council, a trade or- 
ganization of manufacturers of 
water treating equipment, rates 
from zero to one-half grains of 
hardness per gallon. Anything 
more than that gets some term 
indicating its relative degree of 
hardness. 

Change With Season. 

Zero-soft water, say chem- 
ists of the St. Louis municipal 
and the St. Louis county water 
plants, will cause corrosion or 
an eating away of certain types 
of materials that might be used 
in boilers, heaters or piping.

Gadgetry 
Value ls 
Uncertain 


By ROBERT F. MORISON 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (UP)— 
Home owners who plan improve- 
ments or additions to their 
houses should be cautious. — 

You may spend a great deal of 
money, but when it comes to 
selling the house, you may not 
be able to add much of the cost 
of the improvements to the 
selling price 

Although some improvements 
or additions may be pleasant 
to the homeowner and add 
much to his enjoyment of the 
house, prospective buyers may 
not be impressed. A recreation 
room is a good example 

The National Association of 
Real Estate Boards points out 
that finishing a basement recre- 
ation room can be expensive. 
But, the prospective buyer of 
the house, when he learns how 
much was spent to do it, prob- 
ably will wince and refuse to 
go on with the deal unless he 
sure the cost is not being 
passed on to him 

Generally, most anything 
done to a house will add to its 
resale value providing that the 
addition or improvement con- 
tributes to the liveability or 
utility of the house 

U. S. Is Fussy. 

The Government, through the 
Veterans Administration and 
the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, is fussy about some 
things 

By and large, barbeque pits, 
swimming pools, bath houses, 
burglar alarms, hangars for air- 
planes, dog houses, sound sys- 
tems for either interior tele- 
phone systems or high-fidelity 
sound systems come under the 
heading of “gimmicks and 
gadgets” as far as VA and FHA 
are conerned. 

Neither agency will insure a 
loan for these under their home 
improvement programs. And 
if the improvements are in an 
existing home, a_ prospective 
buyer is interested in, they prob- 
ably would not be taken into 
consideration in appraising the 
property.

Means Big Equipment. 

The experimenters are Roy 
M. Elam and his son, Roy A., 
brick contractors, who have in- 
vested more than $40,000 in 
equipment for handling pack- 
aged brick, along with packaged 
concrete block and structural 
clay tile. 

Last week, Thomas W. Ryan 
and Leo F. Havey, president and 
vice president, respectively, of 
the Unit Masonry Association 
of Metropolitan St. Louis, called 
on the Elams at the job site to 
have a look at this experiment. 


In addition to being leaders 
of the new masonry industry 
trade association, each of them 
had another reason for being 
interested, Ryan is vice presi- 
dent and general manager of 
the Alton Brick Co., which is 
supplying packaged brick and 
lightweight concrete block for 
the job, and Havey is business 
agent of Local No. 1, A.F.L. 
Bricklayers Union. 


Called Sure Way. 


The first thing they learned 
is that the Elams do not regard 
their use of the new methods as 
an experiment, even though 
they are the first contractors 
in this area to try them on a 
large scale, They have used 
these met on two jobs— 
Northland ping Center and 
the new technical high school, 

As far as they are concerned, 
mechanized handling is a sure 
way to cut masonry costs and 
improve over-all construction 
time elements. 

“Some of the other contrac- 
tors think we're in over our 
heads on equipment,” the older 
Elam said, “but, when they see 
how much we can save on costs, 
they'll all be getting on the 
band wagon.” 

The methods used by the 
Elams are known as the West 
system, after Stanley West, a 
Cleveland, O., contractor, who 
developed the system and some 
of the equipment it requires. 


Packages Are Palletized. 


Under this scheme, bricks are 
stacked in rows on wooden pal- 
lets—240 bricks to a pallet— 
with straw between each row. 
The cube-like stack of bricks is 
then strapped to the pallet with 
steel wire or bands to form a 
package. This is done at the 
factory, , 

From that point on, the bricks 
are loaded on a truck, taken to 
the job site, unloaded and car- 
ried to the bricklayer’s side 
without ever being touched by 
human hands 

The items of equipment used 
are tractors with fork lifts, 
power-driven hoists, small hand- 
propelled trucks with hydraulic 
fork lifts that are called brick 
buggies, and extra-wide scaf- 
folding 

The tractors with fork lifts 
are used to raise the packages 
to the scaffolding until the third 
story is completed. From that 
point on a brick buggy is used. 

The brick buggy, which 
weighs 200 pounds, carries 1000 
pounds of material. It can pick 
up a load in three seconds, drop 
it in half that time and is easier 
to propel than a wheelbarrow 
loaded with 250 pounds, 


Mortar Tub Moves. 


A motor-driven hoist is used 
to carry the loaded brick buggy 
above the third story to the out- 
side scaffolding. At that point, 
it is pushed along the scaffold- 
ing to a spot within easy reach 
of the bricklayer, where the 
package is dropped and opened 
with a pair of wire cutters. 

A supplementary piece of 
equipment is the mobile mortar 
tub. This tool, which looks 
something like a wheelbarrow, 
earries seven cubic feet of mor- 
tar—the full charge of a mixer. 
It's aS easy to move as the brick 
buggy. 

West, the inventor of the sys- 
tem, has been using it for sev- 
eral years in Cleveland. He 
claims that it has enabled him 
to cut construction costs by 
more than $21 per 1000 bricks 
installed. 

When asked by Ryan and Ha- 
vey if they had been able to 
effect similar savings, the 
Elams replied that they hadn't 
and, further, that they didn’t 
expect to right away. 


Impressive Innovation. 


“We've cut costs, all right,” 
the younger Elam said. “I'd 
say that we've cut them sub- 
stantially, although we haven't 
had time to figure our savings 
exactly yet. But we've just 
started using the system and we 
haven't approached West's re- 
sults. We can’t expect to use it 
as well as West does until our 
men have had more experience 
with it.” *

ONE MOMENT OF BEAUTY 


by THE REV. PAUL J. TILLICH 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The Rev. Paul J. Tillich, of the Evangelica! 
and Reformed Church, is recognized as one of the great 
theologians of our day. After the event recounted here, he 
became professor of theology at various German universities. 
in 1933, refusing to bow to Hitlerism, he was dismissed from, 
his post and came to Americo to teach at Union Theologica! 
Seminary in New York. He became an American citizen in 
1940, now teaches at Harvard and at Harvard University 


Divinity School in Cambridge, Mass. 


Divine revelation comes to few men, but understand. 
ing of it came to me one moment 36 years ago. | 
looked, for the first time, at beauty revealed by a man 
who had been dead more than 400 years. 

As the son of a Protestant minister in eastern Ger. 
many in the days before World War I, I had grown 
up in the belief that visual beauty is unimportant. My 
father’s parish houses as we moved from city to city 
were like all parish houses of the time — gloomy, un- 
attractive and furnished in the bad taste of the latter 
19th century. Ministers’ sons spent long hours learn- 
ing to recite poetry, practicing music and memorizing 
church history. Neither at home nor at school was | 
taught that there is beauty we can see. 

Strangely, I first found the existence of beauty in 
the trenches of World War I. At 28, I became a chap- 
lain in the German army and served for five ug!) 
years until the war ended. To take my mind off the 
mud, blood and death of the Western Front, I thumbed 
through the picture magazines at the field bookstores 
In some of them I found reproductions of the great 
and moving paintings of the ages. At rest camps and 
in the lulls in the bitter battles, especially at Verdun. 
I huddled in dugouts studying this “new world” by 


candle and lantern light. 


But at the end of the war I still had never seen the 
Original paintings in all their glory. Going to Berlin. 
i hurried to the Kaiser Friederich Museum. There on 
the wall was a picture that had comforted me in battle 
Madonna with Singing Angels, painted by Sandro 
Botticelli in the 15th century. 

Gazing up at it, I felt a state approaching ecstasy 
In the beauty of the painting there was Beauty itself 
it shone through the colors of the paint as the light o! 
day shines through the stained-glass windows of a 
medieval church. 

As I stood there, bathed in the beauty its painter 
had envisioned so long ago, something of the divine 
source of all things came through to me. I turned away 
shaken. i 

That moment has affected my whole life, given me 
the keys for the interpretation of human existence, 
brought vital joy and spiritual truth. I compare it with 
what is usually called revelation in the language o! 
religion. I know that no artistic experience can match 
the moments in which prophets were grasped in the 
power of the Divine Presence, but I believe there 1s 
an analogy between revelation and what I felt. In both 
cases, the experience goes beyond the way we en- 
counter reality in our daily lives. It opens up depths 
experienced in no other way. 

I know now that the picture is not the greatest. | 
have seen greater since then. But that moment of 
ecstasy has never been repeated. e

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THE SALK VACCINE IS GOOD— 
Sa ores BUT BETTER ONES ARE ON THE WAY 


S perede SEPTEMBER 25, 1955 


T IS NEARLY six months since announcement of 

Dr. Jonas Salk’s anti-poliomyelitis vaccine 

burst, with suitable fanfare, on a waiting world. 

To date, the glad tidings have been obscured by 

probably more charges, countercharges and general 
confusion than any comparable event in history. 

The vaccine was perfect. No, it wasn’t. It had been 
released too soon. No, it hadn't. It worked badly — 
some people were inoculated, then caught polio any- 
way. It worked well — more than 8,000,000 persons 
have had “shots” safely. There wasn’t enough of it. 
Yes, there was. He’s up, he’s down, he’s up... 

Small wonder that, during the height of the normal 
summer upswing in polio cases — which in New Eng- 
land, for example, was considerably greater than in 
1954 — only-! per cent of eligible children in New 
York City were appearing for their second Salk shot. 

Small wonder that, in some states, mass inocula- 
tions with the vaccine had not even begun. 

Small wonder that there still is doubt and question- 
ing from coast to coast — despite the proved merits 
of Dr. Salk’s discovery, despite its notable success in 
Canada and Denmark, despite official assurance of 
new safeguards in manufacture and of ever-greater 
quantities to be made available. 


Three Important Facts 


The fact is that the Salk vaccine is good — but not 
perfect. The initial announcement called it “60 to 90 
per cent effective,” and it is. Mankind never has had 
anything so effective against polio before. But the 
natural concern of parents for their children’s health, 
coupled with exaggerated stories in various quarters, 
overrode the native caution of millions of Americans 
and led them to assume that polio was as good as 
wiped out. 

A second fact is that the present status of the Salk 
vaccine is exactly what should have been expected in 
the light of past experience. /t represents a break- 
through against a previously invincible enemy —a 
milestone that U.S. medical science can well be proud 
of. But it remains only the first step in the ultimate 
victory Over polio. 

A third fact, so far touched on but fleetingly in the 
press, is that the present Salk vaccine undoubtedly will 
be changed greatly in the comparatively near future. 
Indeed, it may well be supplanted by a different type 
of vaccine entirely — one that will be effective in vir- 
tually 100 per cent of cases. 

This third fact, which currently is the biggest be- 
hind-the-news story in the polio field, in no way de- 
tracts from Dr. Salk’s magnificent work. Nor does it 
depreciate the tireless efforts of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, whose funds made pos- 
sible the Salk vaccine and are supporting considerable 
further research. But, since the electrifying announce- 
ment of last Apfil 12, the Foundation has faced its 
share of criticism for the ensuing foul-up. So have the 
U.S. Public Health Service and the agency of which 
it is part, the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare (whose head, Sec. Oveta Culp Hobby, re- 
signed during the furore). So have the six pharma- 
ceutical firms which make the Salk vaccine. 

With so much criticism being bandied about, it. is 
time that the Salk vaccine be seen in perspective. 

When the vaccine first was released, those respon- 
sible were in effect “playing percentages.” They knew 
that some individuals inoculated with the vaccine sull 
might get polio. But they also knew that a far higher 
percentage would be kept from getting the disease. 

No one, of course, foresaw that some “bad” batches

of vaccine would slip through. The Salk vaccine cre- 
ates immunity through use of “killed” polio virus, 
treated with chemicals to destroy its potency. Some 
viruses lived through the treatment and the vaccine 
containing them was distributed without being spotted. 
When that fact was discovered, the Public Health 
Service called a temporary halt to distribution and set 
up more efficient testing procedures. 

Entirely apart from these mishaps, however, there 
never was reason to expect 100 per cent effectiveness 
from the Salk vaccine. For one thing, look at the pre- 
vious. record of experience with agents designed to 
immunize against disease. 

In the period 1906-09, following the discovery of 
smallpox vaccine, a doctor reported that the vaccine 
caused more deaths than smallpox itself. In 1906 
deaths in New York state attributable to vaccine in- 
jection were 29; from spontaneous cases of disease, 
only 21. Smallpox vaccination was called “the medi- 
cine man’s savage rite” by a leading publication of 
the time. But the smallpox vaccine was modified and 
improved, and today most Americans have never 
even heard of a case of smallpox. 

Rabies offers another example. When Louis Pasteur 
performed his first rabies vaccination in 1885 it was 
a pronounced success — but the original vaccine has 
been under constant improvement from that day to 
this. 

The story of diphtheria is much the same, although 
the diphtheria “vaccine” actually is what medical men 
call a toxoid. First used in 1891, it was changed con- 
siderably in 1913 and changes were made up through 
the mid-1940. Today, we have a three-in-one diph- 
theria, tetanus and whooping-cough shot. 

The same principle applies even in the history of 
great drug discoveries like penicillin. We are still using 
penicillin in huge quantities, but it is much improved 
over the product the late Sir Alexander Fleming iso- 
lated in the early 1940s. , 

To understand what’s happening in the polio-vac- 
cine field today, you need to know a little about the 
method of producing Salk vaccine. 

First, there are three basic types of polio virus, all 
of which cause essentially the same symptoms. To 
make Salk vaccine, each of hese three types is grown 
on living monkey-kidney cells. The viruses multiply 
and, after a few days, are “harvested” and poured 
into containers. Formalin, a chemical, is added to 
“inactivate” the virus, so that it cannot multiply and 
cause polio. Injected into the bloodstream, however, 
the virus helps produce antibodies — tiny, still mys- 
terious agents which help the system fight a given 
disease. ideally, a person injected with this vaccine 
would be immune to all three kinds of polio. (Most 
of us, by the time we are adults, have acquired a 
“natural immunity” to polio through attacks so mild 
they were considered to be head-colds, sore throats, 
stiff necks. But one may be immune to Types I and 
I1l, and susceptible to Type II.) 


Today’‘s Procedure May Change 

The Salk program involves three injections of one 
cubic centimeter of vaccine each. The first shot takes 
effect in seven to 10 days; a second shot should be 
given two to four weeks later, and a third or booster 
shot seven months to a year later. The series gives 
protection apparently for at least three years. 

Today's standard procedure will be changed soon, 
however, most researchers believe. For example, 
scientists have discovered a method of slowing the 
absorption of the vaccine by the human body. This is

important: any immunizing agent works more effec- 
tively if it is absorbed relatively slowly. There is a 
prospect that the amount of vaccine needed by the 
body can be reduced, perhaps halved. 

Next, the method of inactivating Salk vaccine — 
the chemical formalin—is viewed with some misgiv- 
ings by many medical men. They feel that some other 
agent, perhaps heat or ultraviolet light, may prove 
more effective, and thus safer. 

Finally and most important, there is the search for 
a “live virus” vaccine. This would be quite different 
from the Salk vaccine. The live-virus school — its 
leaders include Dr. Albert Sabin of the University of 
Cincinnati, Dr. Morris. Schaeffer of the Public Health 
Service and a team of scientists at the University of 
Montreal — would like’to find a way to produce the 
so-called “natural immunity” at will. 

They believe that there are strains of polio, virus 
which give the people they attack only a passing 


headache or cold and yet confer immunity to polio 
apparently for life. To isolate and artificially produce 
these harmless strains — wouldn't that be the ideal 
method of putting the dangerous strains out of busi- 
ness completely? These men think so. Some of them 
have already produced live-virus vaccine in their 
laboratories. At least one test has been done with 
human beings: Dr. Sabin accepted 30 volunteers in a 
Federal prison, gave each of them one teaspoonful of 
live virus in a glass of milk. 

Of course, this approach has its dangers, as the 
alternative chosen by Dr. Salk had its own. A “tame” 
virus may adapt itself, change, turn into a “wild” one. 
Believers in the live-virus approach are certain this 
danger can be met. 

Right now there is no reason to defer your child's 
inoculation with Salk vaccine in hopes of “something 
better” tomorrow or next month. As with other im- 
munizing agents, research on polio must continue 
slowly, painstakingly for perhaps several years. But 
it may be predicted safely that one day a greatly im- 
proved virus, tested and approved, will be ready for 
release. 

When that day comes, everyone concerned with the 
Salk-vaccine foul-up is hoping that the new vaccine 
will be handled with rather greater efficiency. a

Films bring her wealth, but not contentment. 


Despite her wealth and world fame, Ava is personally 
insecure. A series of fair-to-middling films and three un- 
successful marriages have left her unfulfilled, ridden by 
an inferiority complex, uncertain even of h# acting 
ability. 

One evidence of inner torment is her attempt to “es- 
cape” via travel. In the past four years she has seen more 
of Europe, Africa, Asia and South America than any 
other major actress. Only recently, having returned here 
from Pakistan to finish Bhowani Junction — probably 
her best picture yet — she announced that she was giving 
up residence in Hollywood entirely. 

“I’ve never been happy there,” she explained. “So why 
stay? I'm having all my things moved to Spain. I'm going 
to build or rent a house outside Madrid — the people are 
so wonderful there — and from here on that’s going 
to be my home... 

“There are too many pressures in Hollywood.”

What are the pressures that have caused Miss Gardner, 
at 32, to become an expatriate? 

“I get the feeling in Hollywood,” she once told me, 
“that people are snooping and sniping. Everything I do 
becomes a matter of gossip. It’s just not a good environ- 
ment for me. The memories it arouses, the associations 
aren't especially happy.” 

Ava was 18 when she first arrived in Hollywood with 
a $50-a-week contract. Signed on the basis of some 


photos sent to MGM’s New York office by her ex-brother- 


in-law, she knew nothing of acting or the movie business. 
She had attended public schools in Smithfield, N.C., and 
Newport News, Va., and had been happy in neither. 
“I'll never forget,” she says, “the first day I went to 
class in Newport News. The teacher asked me what my 
father did, and I said he was a farmer. The whole class 
broke out laughing. Maybe it was the way I pronounced 
the words; I don’t know. But everyone stared at me, at 
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HUSBAND NO. 3, Frank Sinatra, greets

the cheap dress | was wearing, and — well — I just 
wanted to curl up and die. 

“My whole youth was insecure. I didn’t have love. 1 
didn’t have money. I didn’t have background.” 

In Hollywood, for publicity photographs, Ava exposed 
what sculptor Joseph Nicolosi termed “the most nearly 
perfect figure of any woman in the world.” She also 
was exposed to Mickey Rooney, then the country’s No. 1 
box-office attraction, and married him in 1942 under the 
impression that he wanted to settle down and raise a 
family. They were divorced in 1943. 

Two years later Ava gave it another try, this time with 
band-leader Artie Shaw. Self-consciously cultured, Shaw 
criticized her lack of schooling, made her read the classics 
and keep up on current events. By the time divorce got 
her off that treadmill, Ava was suffering from migraine 
headaches, digestive upsets and insomnia. She also was 
consulting a psychiatrist who found, among other things, 
that she had an IQ of 124 — definitely superior. Un- 
fortunately, this didn’t allay her self-doubts. 

In 1947, for example, she was offered the role of a 
night-club singer opposite Clark Gable in The Hucksters 
— and turned it down. Why? “This guy’s The King. I’ve 
worshipped him since I was a little kid. What right have 
I to be in a picture with him?” 

At the studio’s urging, Gable finally convinced her 
she should take the part. On the set, however, she got 
such a case of camera-fright that Gable had to leave; 
instead of singing to him, Ava sang to a klieg light. None- 
theless she gave a telling performance, and there was 
talk of “giving you the lead im a really big picture.” 

Then Ava fell in love with Frank 

Sinatra. The latter was not highly re- 
garded by Louis B. Mayer, then head of 
MGM, who tried to argue her out of it. 
When she refused, things began to go 
badly for her at the studio. She was sus- 
pended, taken off salary, loaned out. Not 
until Dore Schary took over MGM’s pro- 
duction reins. was Ava offered really 
good parts. But by then she was married 
to Sinatra and more worried about their 
domestic situation than the progress of 
her career. With Ava, marriagé always 
comes first. 

Her life as Mrs. Sinatra was stormy 
from its inception in 1951, and few per- 
sons in Hollywood thought it would last. 

By being right, these Monday-morning 
quarterbacks have given Ava another 
reason to live overseas. Here she is con- 
sidered a genuine celebrity. No one in 
Madrid, for example, points the finger 
and says, “I knew her when.” Nor is she 
always encountering in foreign climes 
the old pals of Rooney, Shaw or Sinatra. 

Thus Ava’s position today. Having been hurt so often 
by men, she now suspects the entire sex. She has few close 
women friends. Though she might well enjoy the com- 
pany of solid, sensible, slightly older males, these gen- 
erally feel they can offer nothing to match her glamor, 
and so stay clear of her. 

David Hanna, a press agent who toured the world 
with her promoting The Barefoot Contessa and studying 
her at close range, says, “Ava Gardner is one of the 
loneliest people I have ever met. Unless she finds some 
way to share her life or to live it satisfactorily alone, she 
will continue to wander around the world.” 

Ava herself is the first to admit that money, notoriety 
and their accompanying ills add up to a sad success. She 
believes her destiny calls for another marriage. “All | 
want, all I have ever wanted out of life,” she insists, “is 
a husband and a lot of kids.” 

If that prescription is the right one, it may be that the

Howard Cassady is a David among football’s Goliaths — he weighs a mere 170 — but he’s a 


COLUMBUS, 0. 
When the scrawny little redhead trotted 
out on the prass-splotched field here, the 
older, bigger boys made up their minds 
in an instant. This, they decided, was the 
West Side Wildcats’ new guard. And so 
Howard Cassady, still in grammar school 
and weighing but a few pounds over 100, 
took his place in the line. .“The big fel- 
lows on the team always wanted to carry 
the ball,” he recalls with a grin, “so they 
made us little boys play the line and do 
the blocking.” 

Today Howard Cassady is known rever- 
ently among Ohio State fans as Hopalong. 
Local fans regard him, not without reason, 
as one of the best halfbacks anywhere. 
Yet he’s still a little fellow as football 
players go — 170 pounds and 5’'10”. But 
the big boys no longer push him around. 

For the past three seasons Cassady has 
swirled through hulking Big 10 lines for 
1,508 yards, averaging 5% yards a carry. 
He’s snared 42 passes for 613 more yards 
and scored a total of 22 touchdowns, in- 
cluding a game-saving ramble of 88 yards 
against rugged Wisconsin last fall. 

Cassady is rated the best back in Buck- 
eye history by his coach, Woody Hayes, 
and there are other experts who rank him 
with the finest in Big 10 history. That's 
open to debate, but Hoppy has proved 
one thing: a good little man can be every 
bit as valuable in a football backfield as 
a good big man. 


Hoppy, in fact, has put up evidence 
that a good littleman might be more valu- 
able. For three years he led Ohio State 
against Wisconsin and its huge fullback, 
Alan “The Horse” Ameche, who was 
awarded the Heisman Trophy last fall as 


‘the nation’s best player. In the three 


Ameche-Cassady clashes, The Horse and 
his Badgers ran smack into heartbreak. 

Their first trip to the shores of despair 
came in the 1952 game. Ameche — then 
a sophomore — piled up 105 yards in 25 
rushes. But freshman Cassady poured 
through the Badgers for 113 yards in nine 
shots, caught two passes for 51 more and 
scored one touchdown. as the Buckeyes 
upset, by 23 to 14, a Wisconsin team that 
went on to the Rose Bowl. 


Victory by a Point 


In the 1953 game, with Wisconsin lead- 
ing 19-14 and the clock ticking off the 
final seconds, OSU took the ball on its 
own 40. In the huddle Cassady told 
quarterback Dave Leggett he'd spotted a 
gap in Wisconsin’s defense, asked Leggett 
for a long heave. 

Leggett heaved high and far, connect- 
ing with Cassady behind the Badger sec- 
ondary for a 60-yard touchdown play and 
a 20-19 Buckeye victory. 

Last fall Wisconsin again led late in 
the third quarter, 14-10, and was down 
on the Ohio State 20, apparently on the 
way to-the game-clinching score. Wiscon- 


sin’s quarterback tried a short pass, but 
Cassady picked it off in the flat, scooted 
88 yards for the touchdown that put the 
Buckeyes ahead; they then routed the 
Badgers, 31-14, went on to an unbeaten 
season and victory in the Rose Bow/. 

Summing up last fall, OSU statisticians 
pointed out that Cassady had scored four 
touchdowns in the three Wisconsin games, 
whereas Ameche had been held to no 
points whatever. Thus when Ameche was 
awarded the Heisman Trophy last winter 
there was rumbling on the local campus. 

Unfortunately, fans will not be given 
another chance this fall to compare Cas- 
saday’s David to Ameche’s Goliath, since 
The Horse is now with the pros. But Cas- 
sady will get plenty of chances to prove 
that you can be the nation’s best ball car- 
rier and still weigh only 170 pounds. 
What has Cassady got? There are 
stronger and faster men, admits coach 
Hayes, but Hoppy has a rarer talent — a 
knack for being in the right place at the 
right time. “That makes him a game- 
breaker,” says Hayes, “a player who can 
bust a game wide open on one play. And 
he’s the greatest game-breaker I've ever 
coached.” 

Hayes has had few doubts about Hoppy 
since he first saw him perform in a Co- 
lumbus high-school basketball game. Cas- 
sady's Central team tied rival East in 
regulation play, won in overtime as Cas- 
sady scored all 12 extra-period points. 
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.. he’s reseed like this several times, but escapes with a spin of the Lied 
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. must outrun one last lunge. When that falls short, he’s on his way to paydirt.

Hayes put freshman Cassady (eligi- 
ble because of the Korean conflict) into 
the 1952 opener against Indiana. Hoppy 
— weighing all of 158 pounds — streaked 
to three touchdowns while 75,000 home- 
town fans roared in delight. 

For Cassady the road since then has 
been straight up. Last year he made most 
All-Americas, is rated a cinch to repeat 
this year (PARADE, Sept. 11). Now mar- 
ried to his high-school sweetheart and 
father of an 18-month-old son (left), 
he’s looking forward to a year of profes- 
sional football or baseball (he’s a cracker- 
jack center-fielder) before serving a two- 
year Air Force hitch. 

He has no plans for a future in basket- 
ball — the game that endeared him to his 
coach’s heart. “They grow ‘em too tall in 
basketball for me,” he says, “but I guess 
I can get by with my size in football.”

Tough Reservists retort: 


‘Who says - 
we’re a MESS?’

WIDESPREAD COMMENT followed - publication in parape, last 
February 20, of “Our Military Reserves Are a Mess,” an article by 
Howard W. Young. The author, himself a Reserve captain, called 
our Reserve training setup a “scandal.” His main reasons: “Weak 
training, a sagging morale, poor participation, unrealistic assign- 
ment.” 

Some readers agreed with Young; some did not. Among the 
latter was Col. Norborne P. Beville, Commanding Officer of the 
317th Infantry Reserve Regiment, largest Reserve_unit in the Wash- 
ington, D.C., area. To “show readers the truth behind the Reserve 
story,” he invited PARADE to attend the 317th’s annual summer 
maneuvers. PARADE did. Here is the result. 


INDIANTOWN GAP, PA. 
From an observation point overlooking the assault area, in 
the Indiantown Gap Military Reservation here, Colonel 
Beville watched a rifle squad from the 317th Regiment at- 
tack a cluster of pillboxes on the far side of a little valley. 

Artillery fire burst around the positions, sending up 
geysers of smoke and dirt. On the near slope, directly ahead, 
green-clad figures were crawling toward the pillboxes. That 
was Baker Team, moving up to establish covering fire for 
Able Team, which was maneuvering throagh a clump of 
woods at the right, still out of sight. 

Suddenly a whistle screeched. There was a furious burst 
of rifle fire. The men of Able Team came yelling out of the 
woods and headed for the pillboxes. A streamer of dirty 
yellow smoke arched into the sky. At that signal (“Assault”), 
Baker Team charged the pillboxes to join Able, then both 
smashed the enemy strong point. 

Glancing at his watch, Colonel Beville nodded approv- 
ingly. “Good job. When I say Reserves take their training 
seriously, this is what I] mean. I'll admit the ‘artillery’ was 
demolition bombs, but the boys were firing real bullets from 
those Mel's and Browning Automatic rifles.” 

Then he added: “With all due respect to Captain Young, 
his article showed there's a lot he doesn’t know about the 
Reserves. We wonder if he’s tried very hard to learn.”

Firing live ammo, 317th means business 


As for the men of the 317th, they were 
busy learning how to fight a war — and 
they weren’t doing it looking at blackboards 
or reading books. As the printed Training 
Schedule tersely put it: “Training will be 
conducted at 0730 hours, 1130 hours, 1230 
hours and 1630 hours daily, plus additional 
hours of night training. Lessons will be 
planned to make maximum use of the field 
training period.” 

Orders are orders. So the men were out 
of the sack at 4:30 a.m. They were doing 
push-ups on the parade ground at 5:15. As 
the sun climbed high, raw recruits who 
never had fired a military weapon lay prone 
in the 100-degree heat, sweating out their 
first lessons in using the M-1 rifle. 

On the mortar range, four veteran gun- 
ners practiced setting up and firing a big 
“4.2,” a piece that weighs 672 pounds. At 
the command, “Action!” they bolted the 
mortar together, slammed in a 25-pound 
shell, aimed, fired. Time: 46 seconds. 


Stand Clear, Men 


On another range, sweat-stained gun- 
ners, working with faultless precision, pin- 
pointed the fire of a 105-mm. recoilless 
rifle mounted on a jeep. One lesson for the 
day had to do with safety — staying out of 
the way of the backblast. To show what 
can happen, an.empty ammo case was set 
up about 20 feet behind the gun. The gun 
roared. The case vanished in a hail of 
splinters. 

After dark, the quiet sky above the 
Pennsylvania mountains flamed with heavy 
mortar bursts as night training got under 
way. This included three- and four-hour 
exercises in night firing techniques, night 
patrol and night raiding. 

So goes the daily routine here. It is a 
tribute to their training that the men can 
take this sort of thing despite the fact that 
50 weeks out of the year they’re civilians. 
Like the citizen-soldiers in the other 25- 
odd Reserve divisions throughout the coun- 
try, the men of the 317th come from all 
walks of life. There are carpenters, teach- 


ers, clerks, truck. drivers, ministers and 
students. 

In the regiment are 38-year-old cor- 
porals, paratroopers and Purple Heart vet- 
erans of World War II and Korea; a con- 
scientious objector who won't sign the 
payroll on Saturday night because he is a 
Seventh Day Adventist, but who says he 
likes the outfit and plans to stay in for the 
full 20-year enlistment period; fuzzy- 
chinned kids of 17 and 18. About 50 per 
cent of the men are combat veterans. 

In addition to the 15-day annual unit 
training at summer camp, the men must — 
under the present Reserve system — attend 
48 armory “pay drills” a year, plus six 
eight-hour days in field training at a camp 
close to an armory location, For this they 
get Army base pay, which ranges from 
$2.60 per drill for privates to $19.76 for 
colonels. 

Under the new Reserve training setup, 
enacted into law last month, Reserves can 
enlist high-school boys between the ages of 
17 and 18%. On finishmg school, they will 
be called to active duty for a four-to-six- 
month period. Then they revert back to Re- 
serve unit status for a seven and a half year 
obligation — that is, armory drills and an- 
nual unit field training.

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Describing Reserve activities; a captain 
here says: “This is a year-round deal with 
us. For every hour the Army says we must 
be on official duty, we give equal time on 
our own. The men spend a lot of their Sat- 
urdays at the armory, and some even go 
there during their lunch hour to do admin- 
istrative chores.” 

The real purpose of the 317th, according 
to its officers, is to be a cadre organization 
— a unit set up to train other contingents. 
The 317th now is so well organized that 
within 24 hours of an emergency alert it 
would be ready to receive draftees and start 
training. In fact, the regiment has its own 
mobilization plan. Each man has a list of 


- four others he will contact the moment an 


alert sounds. The entire regiment could be 
mobilized within 24 hours. 


Will They Stay In? 


An added objective is to give on-the-spot 
specialist training, such as communications, 
supply and mess. The regiment is self-sus- 
taining; on field maneuvers, all units are 
activated. They include tank, heavy mortar, 
medical, service, nine rifle companies, 
three battalion heavy weapons companies, 
three battalion headquarters companies and 
one regimental headquarters company — a 
total of 20 companies. 

Asked if they planned to stay in the Re- 
serves, most of the men of the 317th an- 
swered: “Definitely. I'll go the full 20 years. 
If I'm physically able, I'll go for 30.” 

To a man, the 317th scoffed at the idea 
that reserve training lacks punch and point. 
So far as they’re concerned, it’s for real 
all up and down the line. As a Headquarters 
sergeant remarked: “They do everything 
the Regulars do, and more. For one thing, 
they can gripe louder and longer — but ask 
for volunteers and see what happens.” 

That accolade was matched by a hard- 
bitten Regular Army corporal who was 
watching the 317th parade. 

Shaking his head slowly, he drawled: 
“This is sure a shock to me. These guys are 
better than most Regulars.” s

BEFORE AND AFTER 


Debris From Last of 87 Old Structures Is Cleared Away, Work on New Park Starts Tomorrow 


XTENT OF THE SURGERY performed in removing decay from the 
heart of St. Louis is evident in these before-and-after views of 
the Plaza area, site of the city’s first urban redevelopment project. 
The photo above was made a few days ago as razing of the last build- 
ing in the eight-and-one-half-block area was in progress. The photo 
below was made last March, shortly before clearing of the area be- 
gan and before the Memorial Plaza’s trees and shrubbery leafed out. 

Both pictures, looking west from the twelfth floor of the Civil 
Courts building, were made in midmorning, which accounts for the 
light traffic. East- west streets are, from left, Market (white - marked 
lanes), Chestnut, Pine and Olive. Street at bottom is Thirteenth; 
other cross streets are numbered consecutively toward the west. 


Standing out boldly, now that dingy surrounding buildings are 
gone, are two historic church edifices, the twin - towered Catholic Ba- 
silica of St. John, at Sixteenth and Chestnut streets, and the white 
stone Centenary Methodist Church at Sixteenth and Pine. They, along 
with the tall Ford A ent buil at Fourteenth and Pine, and 
a row of commercial buildings along Olive between Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth streets (hidden by Centenary Church) will remain. Promi- 
nent in the foreground are the World War I (right) and World War II 
memorials and in the left background, at Eighteenth and Market 
streets, stands Union Station with its distinctive clock tower.

REJOICING IN BUENOS 


IME RAN OUT on Juan Domingo Peron last 
week. His nine-year rule with the mailed 
fist over Argentina wound up in a violent 

four -day rebellion, climaxed by the embattled 
dictator's downfall. He gave up only after 
rebel naval units threatened to shell Buenos 
Aires, the capital, and rebel army forces had 
won control of several key inland cities. In a 
last salvage effort, Peron made an offer to ne- 

otiate with rebel leaders, but was turned 

wn. After resigning the presidency, Peron 
sought escape from the country aboard a 
Paraguayan in Buenos Aires harbor. 
Rebel leaders demanded that he be turned 
over to them for trial. 

Meanwhile, the Argentine government 
was taken over by a junta (committee) of four 
generals, all of whom had been closely asso- 
ciated with Peron at various times in his days 
of power. Major General Eduardo Lonardi, 
whom Peron forced into retirement four years 
ago, was established by the rebels as provi- 
sional president. Moving swiftly, the junta 
announced sweeping government changes, in- 
cluding the replacement of Peron appointees 
with leading army men at the head of the 
country’s police forces. The rebels also an- 
nounced that a peace agreement—apparently 
with unconditional surrender — ha been 
reached with loyalist followers of Peron. A 
threatened general strike by the 6,000,000- 
member General Federation of Labor, back- 
bone of Peron support since he first came to 
power in 1946, did not immediately materialize. 

Ultimate effect of the overthrow of Peron 
on Argentina's over - all political and economic 
troubles is still uncertain. The rebels who 
took over represented dissidents to his dicta- 
torship with divergent aims and interests. 
Their differences must be reconciled. Labor 
needs still to be placated or suppressed. Who 
will end up in control—the democratic ele- 
ments, the military that originally was respon- 
sible for putting Peron in power, or special 
interests—is still in the future.

Tarts With Fresh Fruit and Cheese Filling

She and Susan 
begin by baking the shells, which they form 
over the outside of individual tart pans, or 
muffin tins. Shells are baked in a hot oven 


cornstarch, sugar and water, 
which are cooked until thick. Then the lemon juice is added.

—400 to 450 degrees—for about 15 minutes. 
Because of the richness of pastry, shells 
need be handled carefully after baking and 
in transferring the pastry from baking pans 
to paper cups. 

A cooked glaze is prepared of corn- 
starch, sugar and water, nell Sustied with 
lemon juice. The glaze spreads best when 
cool but not chilled. The back of a spoon 
makes a good spreader. 

Fruit, which should be ripe but not soft, 
may be first dipped in glaze and then ar- 
ranged in tart shells over the cream cheese 
filling, which resembles a Parisienne creme.

Cheese, powdered sugar and flavorings are put to- 
e gether for the cream filling.

to tarts with small leaf-like bits of try. 
INGREDIENTS: For pastry eolle ad 
leaves use one cup flour, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-half cup shortening, two or three 
tablespoons water (enough to form dough 
into ball). For glaze—one cup water, one- 
half cup sugar, two tablespoons cornstarch, 
one lespoon lemon juice. For cream 
filling—three ounces Philadelphia cream 
cheese, four tablespoons powdered sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon flavoring of vanilla and 
almond mixed. About two tablespoons of 
blueberries, or seven strawberries, or six 
slices of peach are used for each tart. The 
amounts above make eight or nine tarts.

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Tropical Fish Bonanza 


University City Housewife's Pair Produce Rare Spawn 


Grated beef liver, dropped from toothpick, drifts down 
into tank as shy inch-long discus come out from 
under vegetation to nibble. Discus are fed three times 
a day on a varied diet of grated beef heart and liver, 
homegrown white worms and brine shrimp. 


Spawned last May sixth, these discus about the 
size of a half-dollar crowd tank in Mrs. Saphian’s 
bedroom. Bubbles rise from a tank aerator.

HEN MRS. LOIS C. SAPHIAN first saw eggs 
on the slate in her symphysodon discus 
tank, her elation approximated that of Luther 
Burbank’s when he came up with a white black- 
berry. The discus is a rare tropical fish, named for 
its plate-like shape. All those kept in American 
aquariums must be imported from their native Am- 
azon River in Brazil. Aquariists have long sought 
a pair that would spawn in captivity and produce 
a strain of aquarium -breeding discus. 
Mrs. Saphian and her son-in-law, Myron Levy, 
had bought six discus for $100. They were about 
five months old and the size of a silver dollar. 
Three died. When, some 13 months later, two be- 
came flirtatious, the third was named “Lonesome 
George” and moved to a separate tank.
